A fun year 

The year 1961 was a time of unusual 
entertainment. This was because of a 3- 
year-old colt named Carry Back, and of 
the people he took along with him. Jack 
Price was the breeder and trainer, and his 
wife Katherine Price was listed as the 
owner. 

The trainer/breeder provided the en¬ 
tertainment. Enjoying the experience of 
having a stakes horse, he delighted re¬ 
porters. He always gave them something 
to write about. 

When he declared that the Kentucky 
Derby was “just another horse race,” he 
upset the Churchill folks, but he got into 
newspapers nationwide. That statement, 
incidentally, was made before Cariy^ Back 
won the race. After he won. Jack decided 
the Derby was a heck of a lot more than 
just another horse race. 

Carry Back inspired young people to 
write the owner (who always answered, 
and made friends for herself and for rac¬ 
ing). All racing fans were impressed by 
the colt’s dramatic finishes. In the Derby, 
with a half mile to go, he was 11th, 17 
lengths back. At the stretch call, he was in 
fourth position, but six lengths back. His 
closing charge made him the winner by 
three-quarters of a length and going 
away. 

Carry Back’s closing rush in the Preak- 
ness was just as spectacular, and again he 
won by less than a length and going 
away. He made people love him. 

Made a person happy 

*Skin Tonic was a mare who helped 
distribute wealth on October 10, 1950. 


Under the auspices of the noted trainer 
Horatio Luro, she was in New Jersey. 
The aforesaid noted trainer knew how to 
read the condition book. So he noted a 
race in New York that he thought might 
fit. It was a seven-furlong race, and it 
DID fit. 

*Skin Tonic won, and paid a fantastic 
price because the New York bettors are 
the smartest (it is said in the grandstand 
at Belmont—often). So they weren’t go¬ 
ing to put their money on something that 
came over from the provinces. Thus, with 
all the people’s money on the “form” 
horse, *Skin Tonic paid $423.60. As the 
price shows, only gamblers seeking finan¬ 
cial security, and one guy in the press 
box, plus Senor Luro (possibly) bet on 
the mare. 

When she retired, *Skin Tonic pro¬ 
duced a very good steeplechase horse. 
I’ve forgotten what his name was, but 
who cares. You don’t need anything 
more than $423.60 to keep a horse forev¬ 
er in your memory. 

Also, I’ve forgotten the name of the 
man in the press box who played *Skin 
Tonic, but his father used to train 
jumpers. 1 had to make my investment 
with an off-track agency, and such orga¬ 
nizations didn’t pay off at 200-1, or any¬ 
thing like it. 

But I’ll never forget *Skin Tonic, and 
1 feel that everyone should bear in mind 
that only a handicapper of spectacular tal¬ 
ent can pick winners that pay $423.60.

TVG’s television, PC and telephone interac¬ 
tive systems are designed to work together or 
be used as stand-alone products to support 
horse racing wagering throughout the country. 

“For more than three years, TVG has been 
conducting consumer research and product 
testing to develop and expand the ways in 
which we deliver the horse racing product to 
consumers,” said Mark Brenner, president of 
TVG. “The PC and telephone products are im¬ 
portant adjuncts to our centerpiece—home 
television with interactive wagering—because 
they will allow consumers in states where it is 
legal to access our wagering systems wherever 
they are, whenever they want to.” 


The interactive television network is expect¬ 
ed to be launched nationally later this year on 
both cable and satellite systems. 

As described in a release from TVG, the PC 
wagering interface will have the same look and 
feel as the one consumers will see on television. 
Users will be able to navigate easily through a 
series of on-screen menus to view racing infor¬ 
mation and place wagers in real time on live 
races, with those bets then merged into the race 
track tote systems. For more sophisticated rac¬ 
ing fans, this product also will allow users to 
download more comprehensive data, such as 
past performance lines, and manipulate the data 
to support their handicapping efforts. 

The telephone (interactive voice response or 
rVR) system will allow consumers to use their 
telephones directly in any situation where the 
television or PC systems are not immediately 
available. 

Both the PC and FVR products are expected 
to be ready before the national network launch.

In memoriam 


W. Burling Cocks: a trainer among trainers 



T rainer W. Burling (Burley) 
Cocks left behind a world of ac¬ 
complishments when he died on 
February 7 at the age of 82. 

He won five National Steeplechase 
Association trainer championships, 
trained 47 stakes winners, conditioned 
three-time Eclipse Award winner Zac- 
cio, and retired in 1993 as the sport’s 
second-leading trainer in terms of 
money won with over $4 million 
earned. 

Major victories included eight 
American Grand Nationals, seven New 
York Turf Writers Cups, four Carolina 
Cups and four Temple Gwathmeys. In 
1985, he was inducted into racing’s 
Hall of Fame. In 1996, he was the 
guest of honor at a testimonial dinner 
that attracted hundreds. 

Beyond the laurels—which could 
have gone on for pages—Cocks more 


importandy left behind 
a long list of lives 
touched. Considered 
the dean of American 
steeplechase trainers and 
a “consummate horse¬ 
man,” Cocks turned 
out successful trainers 
with as much regularity 
as he did horses. Among 
his former pupils were 
Hall of Fame trainers 
Mikey Smithwick and 
Jonathan Sheppard, 
Hall of Fame steeple¬ 
chase jockey Paddy 
Smithwick and Triple 
Crown-winning trainer 
Billy Turner. NSA lead¬ 
ing trainer Tom Voss 
spent time with Cocks, 
as did New York train¬ 
ers Tom Skiftington 
and Willard C. (Mike) 
Freeman. NSA jockey 
champions Chip Miller, 
James (Chuck) Law¬ 
rence, Jeff Teter, Ricky Hendriks, John 
Cushman, Skiftington and Doug Small 
all rode for Cocks. 

A native of Old Westbury, N.Y., 
Cocks was the son of U.S. Congress¬ 
man William Willets Cocks. A top 
steeplechase jockey in the 1930s (he 
won 24 races in 1934), Cocks was seri¬ 
ously injured in a 1935 fall and spent 
three months in a hospital. His jockey 
career over, he continued to work with 
horses—spending time with trainers 
Jim Ryan and Morris Dixon. 

Cocks met his future wife, Barbara 
Lucas, in 1938 and soon took a “regu¬ 
lar job” on the breeding and foxhunt¬ 
ing farm of Fay Ingalls in Hot Springs, 
Va. Cocks ran a public racing stable out 
of the Ingalls farm as well, launching a 
career. 

Cocks moved to Unionville, Pa., in 
1945, helping re-establish the Cheshire 


Hounds foxhunting program for Plun¬ 
kett Stewart. He turned to training full¬ 
time in 1945, purchasing Hermitage 
Farm near Unionville, Pa. (his home 
for the next 52 years) and quickly es¬ 
tablishing himself as a force. 

Cocks trained for powerhouse sta¬ 
bles including Mr. and Mrs. Miles 
Valentine, Hickory Tree Farm, Mrs. 
Lewis Murdock, Brushwood Stable and 
Milton Ritzenberg. Horses such as 
Zaccio (18 wins, $286,000) made the 
Cocks stable famous, but his trainees 
* Lucky Boy III, Down First, Deux 
Coup, Tan Jay, High Patches, Spooky 
Joe and *Susto turn up regularly in the 
history of important steeplechase races. 
Cocks was versatile, too. He trained 
stakes-winning sprinter Jeff (Chi), who 
still holds two track records at Dela¬ 
ware Park. 

Cocks retired from training in 1993, 
handing the reins (and a small stable of 
jumpers) to his son Winky. A winter 
resident of Camden, S.C., Cocks was a 
regular at steeplechase meets through¬ 
out the country. 

A memorial service attracted a 
“standing-room-only” crowd to a tiny 
Quaker Meeting House near Cocks’ 
home. The Quaker tradition of silent 
meditation and reflection presented a 
chance for many to say thank you. 
Speakers included former Cocks pupils, 
his widow Babs, daughters Susan and 
Jessie, old friends, even the nurse who 
met Cocks just a few months earlier. 
Many spoke of a “passion” for life. 
Others recalled a special moment, or a 
specific lesson learned. All could have 
talked for hours. 

Cocks is survived by his wife Barbara 
(Babs) Cocks, son William B. (Winky) 
Cocks, daughters Susan Cocks Jones, 
Barbara C. Vannote and Jessie Wright 
Cocks, and ten grandchildren.

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Ernie Hanlein 

Ernie (Flattop) Hanlein, a jockeys’ 
agent at Maryland tracks from 1946 to 
1965, died February 11 at his home in 
Waldorf, Md. He was 83. 

Nicholas Rinaldi 

Nicholas E. (Nick) Rinaldi, 82, a long¬ 
time Maryland owner, died February 19. 

Rinaldi owned and operated bowling 
alleys in the Washington, D.C., area for 
more than 45 years, after serving in the 
Navy during World War 11. 

George Thomas 

George Thomas, who managed one of 
Maryland’s leading breeding establish¬ 
ments of the 1950s and ’60s, Samuel M. 
Pistorio’s Turf Valley Farm, died Febru¬ 
ary 17 at age 91. 

Thomas supervised the construction 
of Turf Valley and served as its manager 
until the farm was sold for development. 
Turf Valley stood some of the most pop¬ 
ular stallions of that era, including The 
Rhymer, Golden Bull and Tuscany (the 
latter a homebred multiple stakes-win- 
ning son of The Rhymer). Turf Valley al¬ 
so became known for producing top 
horsemen, with Thomas serving as boss 
and mentor to some young men who 
went on to manage some of the nation’s 
leading breeding farms: John Williams 
(Spendthrift) and Bernard Garrettson 
(Rokeby). 

Thomas and his wife of 66 years, 
Edith, who survives him, had lived in 
Aiken, S.C., since 1979.

EDITORIAL 


Eclipse award selections 
show error of our ways

F or a nation that likes to 
think of itself as being the 
world’s first truly democratic 
society, America has been rather 
parsimonious with its voting rights. 

Although the framers of the 
U.S. Constitution were careful to 
craft a national government that 
relied on multiple institutions—the 
fabled “checks and balances” sys¬ 
tem—rather than hierarchy, they 
evidently didn’t have much faith in 
the people to make wise choices at 
the ballot box. 

The all-important task of select¬ 
ing those officials who would make 
policy and law was essentially left 
to the states, who determined vot¬ 
er qualifications. In most states, at 
least until the time of Andrew Jack- 
son, this meant white, male property 
owners. Blacks were disenfranchised until 
the 14th amendment to the Constitution 
was ratified in 1868 and women until the 
19th amendment was ratified in 1920. 
State legislatures elected U.S. Senators 
until the 17th Amendment was ratified in 
1913, giving that right to the people of 
the states. 

With the distrust—or disdain—for the 
peoples’ collective wisdom displayed by 
the founding fathers, it is no wonder that 
such mundane matters as the selection of 
Thoroughbred racing’s year-end champi¬ 
ons, winners of Eclipse Awards, is footed 
in seemingly anachronistic voting prac¬ 
tices. 

In all Eclipse categories except out¬ 
standing breeder, the winners are chosen 
through Thoroughbred racing’s version 
of the Electoral College. There are three 
constituent groups—the National Turf 
Writers Association, the Daily Racing 
Form^ and the Thoroughbred Racing As¬ 
sociations are entitled to vote or, more 
precisely, to select voters from their re¬ 
spective ranks. 

The NTWA makes an attempt, not 
without some controversy, to certify vot-

ing eligibility among its members. No 
one outside the Racing Form or TRA or¬ 
ganizations is entirely clear as to how they 
choose their voters or whether they have 
a specific filtration process. 

Eclipse winners are then chosen by 
voting blocs, which means that if a horse 
or person leads the voting in the TRA 
and NTWA blocs, as an example, they get 
the Eclipse, even though they could finish 
behind another vote-getter in the overall 
vote count. 

Does this happen? Yes, it happened 
twice this year, when Bob and Beverly 
Lewis get 93 votes for outstanding own¬ 
er, but lost out to Carolyn Hine who got 
83 votes but won the TRA and NTWA 
blocs. Mrs. Hine is a gracious and deserv¬ 
ing lady, but she wasn’t the popular 
choice. 

Neither was Bob Baffert, who won the 
trainer’s Eclipse award despite losing the 
popular vote to Patrick Byrne by a I40V2 
to 106^2 tally. Baffert is a terrific trainer 
with an affable personality and a super 
media presence, but nearly half the peo¬ 
ple voting believed the best training job 
in 1997 was done by Pat Byrne. 


There is indeed merit in having 
all three groups involved in the 
voting process. While all NTWA 
members are not created equal, 
their ranks include the bulk of me¬ 
dia people who cover horse racing 
in North America. Their biases, 
such as they are, are rooted in per¬ 
sonal observation rather than com¬ 
mercial connection. 

The Racing Form^ historical ar¬ 
rogance and present business 
struggles aside, has a staff of writers 
and chartcallers spread around the 
continent who see a lot of horses 
racing evety day, and follow the 
sport at least as fervently as do the 
NTWA members. 

The TRA’s votes reside with 
racing secretaries, who, arguably, 
are even closer observers of racing perfor¬ 
mance than the representatives of the 
other blocs. 

None of this, of course, assures a uni¬ 
formly balanced selection process. Re¬ 
gional biases are often evident in the vot¬ 
ing totals, and personal animosities can 
sometimes cost people, or their horses, 
votes. Overall, though, it is hard to argue 
that those voting in the Eclipse elections 
are under-qualified or, more to the point, 
that there are others who should replace 
them in the process. 

The glaring flaw in this lies with the 
voting bloc scenario. There is only one 
valid means of selecting Eclipse winners, 
and that is by giving equal weight to each 
vote, the “one man, one vote” concept. 

Once the voting population has been 
determined, let each vote count the same. 
Opponents of this notion would argue 
that this would give disproportionate 
power to the turf writer bloc. So what? 
There is no evidence—zero—that NTWA 
members act any way other than unilater¬ 
ally in evaluating Eclipse candidates and 
marking their ballots. To assume that at 
ballot time, there is an NTWA—or TRA 
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or Racing Form —bloc is to believe that 
Saddam Hussein deserves a Nobel Peace 
prize. The present system gives dispro¬ 
portionate weight, if you are into conspir¬ 
acy theories, to the TRA and Racing 
Form groups. 

Our experience as a voter, and an ac¬ 
quaintance of many voters from all three 
voting groups, is that people take this 
business very seriously, and individually. 
They pore over past performances and 
analyze every reasonable factor before 
making their ultimate choices. This cer¬ 
tainly does not prevent some strange se¬ 
lections, but the weight of the mass vote 
assures that an illogical or ill-mannered 
vote does not alter the outcome. 

Is there subjectivity in the present sys¬ 
tem? Yes. Where human beings make 
choices, there is subjectivity. 

Would there be more subjectivity in a 
“one man, one vote” system? Absolutely 
not. Making each vote count as one 
avoids the repeated embarrassments men¬ 
tioned earlier and brings credibility to a 
nonsensical structure. 

Since the Eclipse voting appears likely 
to be placed under the NTRA umbrella 
(isn’t that umbrella getting rather crowd¬ 
ed?), now is an opportune time to undo 
this tangle. 

There is always talk about how invisi¬ 
ble the Eclipse Awards are to the national 
media, although we believe this speaks 
more to the invisibility of the sport than 
to problems with the logistics of the an¬ 
nouncement. Year-end awards in other 
sports rarely make much of a media 
splash, and it would be nice to get our 
voting methodology right before we seek 
wider exposure. After all it would be 
tough to explain why runners-up in vot¬ 
ing get the first prize. 

And, another thing. 

Following almost three months of 
speculation, the waiting world, or at least 
the part for whom advanced math is a 
twin trifecta or a Pick Six, was told that 
Favorite Trick was 1997 horse of the 
year. 

An unblemished eight-for-eight record 
and a dazzling win in the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile Stakes-Gl convinced 118 voters 
(out of 299) that Favorite Trick was 
North America’s best Thoroughbred of 
1997. 

Or, were those voters saying that Fa¬ 
vorite Trick was the best horse on the 
continent last year, or simply the most 
dominant in his particular division? The 
latter seems more likely, since it is difficult 
to imagine anyone believing that Favorite 
Trick could have beaten, say, Skip Away, 


Gentlemen (Arg), Formal Gold or Silver 
Charm around two turns at level weights. 

Past results indicate that in a year 
when no 3-year-old or older male stands 
out, a split vote invariably occurs and 
emotions run high among supporters of 
various candidates. This is also when the 
risk of an accident is greatest, for people 
start making choices that deviate from the 
best horse postulate. 

In our view, the horse of the year 
should be the horse deemed by voters to 
be North America’s best in the top mid¬ 
dle distance races, those races whose pres¬ 
tige and monetary value assure a consis¬ 
tent level of high-class competition. 

This, by definition, excludes 2-year- 
olds from consideration and penalizes 
sprinters, turf horses and distaffers, unless 
they can demonstrate the ability to step 
out of their categories and beat top 
horses from other divisions. Two-year- 
olds cannot do so and should only be rat¬ 
ed with their own kind. 

Favorite Trick had a wonderful year, 
but he was not the best horse in North 
America, and while we would love to see 
him go on to bigger and better things, 
that horse of the year trophy belongs on 
another shelf. Whose shelf? Well, if we 
had a vote last year, it probably would 
have gone to Gentlemen (Arg), or per¬ 
haps Formal Gold. 

A final thought: since this voting busi¬ 
ness is all for fun, why not let the public 
select the horse of the year? Conduct bal¬ 
loting at tracks and other wagering sites 
and through trade journals and/or gen¬ 
eral publications. Use the voting as a pro¬ 
motional vehicle to give the people a 
chance to decide. 

Perhaps by letting the fans decide, we 
might encourage more people to decide 
that horse racing is the sport of the peo¬ 
ple, not just the kings. ❖

Cowles/Easter partnership 
stands three leading sires

W hat’s in a name? Possibly a slight bit of confusion 
for Virginia’s top three sires of 1997—Fred Astaire, Se¬ 
cret Hello and Magic Prospect—who hold court at a 
place called Albemarle Stud. The fact is: there really is 
no such place as Albemarle Stud. Not in the hamlet of Free Union, which serves 
as those stallions’ mailing address, nor in all of the central Virginia highlands 
known as Albemarle County. 

Fortunately, any visions of a farm-in-the-sky are easily directed back to earth 
by the three very real horsepeople who operate Albemarle Stud: Reynolds and 
Evelyn Cowles, and Deborah Easter. ‘Tt’s not one farm, but three, operating 
under the umbrella of a limited liability company, and that company is called 
Albemarle Stud,” explains Reynolds Cowles, 56, one of Virginia’s best known 
equine veterinarians as well as a former president of the Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association.

A few years ago, with the advent 
of Virginia horse racing in sight, the 
Cowleses and Easter—friends and 
proprietors of breeding farms just 
seven miles apart—decided to join 
forces. “It seemed impractical to 
compete with each other. Also, we 
wanted to upgrade our stallions, and 
we thought we could do better if we 
worked together,” says Easter. 

The result is an unusual set-up 
that keeps Debbie and her well-worn 
station wagon zipping down the 
country roads like a commuter con¬ 
stantly rushing to meet a train. “Of 
course, it would be a lot easier if 
everything were all in one place,” says 
the 36-year-old Easter, who will also 
tell you she can’t imagine herself pur¬ 
suing any other kind of career. “But 


we like to think we’ve found a cre¬ 
ative alternative.” 

Creative, indeed. In the two years 
that Albemarle Stud has been in exis¬ 
tence (since January 1, 1995), the 
numbers tell the story. 

Nearly 90 mares—more than half 
of them sent from outside of Virginia 
—were bred in 1997 to Albemarle 
stallions Magic Prospect and Fred As¬ 
taire. (Secret Hello is new to Albe¬ 
marle for ’98.) Handling the stallions 
is farm employee Charles Steppe, 
whom Dr. Cowles credits as “another 
key member of our operation.” 

Breeding activities take place at 
Dr. and Mrs. Cowles’s Yadkin Farm, 
a compact 120-acre establishment 
that also serves as the site of the cou¬ 
ple’s home and the headquarters for 
Dr. Cowles’s veterinary practice— 
Blue Ridge Equine Clinic. 

Mares who come to Albemarle for 
foaling—and in 1997 there were no 
fewer than 115 of them—are bedded 


down at Springhaven Farm, the East¬ 
er family homestead. Debbie’s par¬ 
ents Peter and Carol Easter have lived 
at 100-acre Springhaven since 1961, 
and it was here that Carol Easter, cur¬ 
rently joint-Master of the Farming- 
ton Hunt, helped instill in her 
younger daughter a love of all things 
equine. 

Evie Cowles recalls Debbie as a 
horse-crazy teenager, one of the 
many young people who have gravi¬ 
tated to Yadkin over the years for 
part-time jobs and a full range of 
horse-related experience. As a young¬ 
ster, Debbie “did the horse show 
route,” then graduated from the 
University of Virginia and went to 
New York for an entry-level job with 
The Jockey Club. 

Within a few years, she rose to be¬ 
come The Jockey Club’s director of 
customer relations, and helped to fa¬ 
cilitate the registry office of that orga¬ 
nization’s move to Kentucky in the 
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late 1980s. After a year in Kentucky 
with The Jockey Club, Easter came 
back home to establish her own busi¬ 
ness at Springhaven. 

Easter does much of the hands-on 
management of Albemarle Stud, and 
handles all of the foalings. Mares who 
remain past foaling usually are kept 
under Easter’s watchful eye at Albe¬ 
marle’s third site, Oakfields, a 75-acre 
property leased from its owner Susan 
Rinehart. 

If Evie Cowles’s role in all this has 
yet to be mentioned, it’s hardly a 
matter of her being out of the loop. 
Record-keeping and billing are her 
domain, along with whatever else is 
needed. "‘Evie’s a jack-of-all trades,” 
says her husband. 

A native of Texas, Evie came to Vir¬ 
ginia to attend Sweet Briar College, 
near Charlottesville, and never left. 
After college, she worked at The Bar¬ 
racks (a show horse facility), as well as 
a small breeding farm nearby. 


When she isn’t keeping up with 
what’s going on with Albemarle, 
Mrs. Cowles turns to her avocation, 
which is showing. She and her two 
horses Country Clever and Slightly 
Magic have been successful at the 
highest level of hunter/jumper com¬ 
petition, winning championships at 
Devon, the Washington Internation¬ 
al Horse Show and Lake Placid. “I’m 
fortunate to have two nice horses,” 
says Evie of her show mounts, who 
not incidentally are from the same 
family as 1996 stakes winner Pros- 
pectlea, a Magic Prospect filly bred 
by the Cowleses. 

Which brings us to something else 
that should be made clear about the 
Albemarle operation. “Horse” is not 
a synonym for Thoroughbred race 
horse-meant-to-be-campaigned-on- 
the-flat, in the Cowles/Easter lexi¬ 
con. Although about 60 percent of 
the foals born at Springhaven each 
year fit that category, and the stal¬

lions mentioned in the beginning of 
this story definitely serve that market, 
Albemarle’s population includes “a 
little bit of everything,” in the words 
of Dr. Cowles: warmbloods, polo 
ponies, steeplechasers. 

In the last 15 years, the Cowleses 
have been involved in the early edu¬ 
cation and/or ownership of numer¬ 
ous steeplechase winners, including 
Sugar Bee, Victory Edition, Teyn- 
ham Man and Desert Ace. They 
stand the Thoroughbred stallion Un¬ 
fold, who is known mosdy as a sire of 
sport horses, and a Welsh pony stud 
named Farnley Belshazzar (owned by 
W. Gary Baker), who is making a 
name for himself in the pony show¬ 
ing world. 

It’s a mix that evolved in the days 
when there was no flat race track in 
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Virginia, but also reflects the Cowles’s 
eclectic interests. Steeplechasing was, 
in fact, the horse sport that first cap¬ 
tured Reynolds Cowles’s fancy. The 
purebred Jerseys on his family’s farm 
in North Carolina, where his father 
was in the dairy cattle business for 55 


years, could never offer the thrills 
conjured up by the jumping horses 
Reynolds worked with while a stu¬ 
dent at North Carolina State Univer¬ 
sity. “We used to go out early in the 
morning, when there was no traffic, 
and breeze the horses down the me¬ 
dian strip of US 70,” he says. 


A working sojourn at Danny Van 
Chefs Nydrie Stud, in Esmont, Va., 
after college provided a priceless edu¬ 
cation that could never have been 
found in a classroom, and was 
Reynolds’s first exposure to quality 
Thoroughbreds. 


By the time he entered Oklahoma 
State, where he got his veterinary de¬ 
gree in 1967, it was clear to Cowles 
that his life’s work would involve 
horses, although, he says, “turning 
my back on the family farm was a 
tough decision.” A few of those early 
roots are preserved in the form of his 


farm name—Yadkin, which is the 
name of a river that passes near his 
childhood home. 

Charlottesville, Va.—horse coun¬ 
try with, at that time, more to be 
found of actual country—lured Dr. 
Cowles right out of veterinary school. 
“I came here expecting to be drafted 
away for service in Vietnam, but they 
never called,” he says. Instead, he 
spent the next 11 years working for a 
general veterinary practice headed by 
Dr. Daniel Flynn. 

“In 1979, that practice split three 
ways, and I was on my own,” re¬ 
counts Dr. Cowles. It was then that 
he began developing Yadkin, the 
property^ he and Evie had purchased a 
short time before. In the beginning 
his own home and barn served as 
headquarters for a solo practice, then 
after a year he added an associate and 
launched construction of a separate 
building for the clinic. 

Today, Blue Ridge Equine Clinic 
is operated by Cowles in partnership 
with Dr. Paul Stephens, a board-cer-

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tified equine surgeon. It is a full-ser¬ 
vice hospital, with four veterinary 
practitioners and five lay employees, 
and is nearly equally divided (60/40 
percent) between care of perfor¬ 
mance horses and reproductive/farm 
work. About 75 percent of the Clinic’s 
business involves Thoroughbreds, 
says Cowles. 

This spring. Blue Ridge Equine 
Clinic will move to new facilities at a 
development known as Hickory 
Ridge Farm, a few miles away. The 
move will not only give the veterinary 
clinic added space (about double the 
square-footage), but also provide 
growing room for Yadkin Farm. 

Which is important, because the 
farm operation is, in fact, expanding. 
Along with outside boarders, the 
Cowleses have a small but productive 
(Thoroughbred race horse) brood¬ 
mare band of their own. The star is 
Woodlea, a 14-year-old stakes winner 
by Baederwood—Strife, by On the 
Warpath, who has to her credit three 
winners from three starters on the 
flat, one of whom is the aforemen¬ 
tioned Prospectlea ($72,280, Katte¬ 
gat’s Pride S, etc.). Woodlea had a 
Fred Astaire colt in ’97 and this sea¬ 
son produced a colt by Unaccounted 
For; she will be bred back to Magic 
Prospect. 

Prospectlea, retired for breeding 
this year, was sent to Compelling 
Sound. 

Another stakes producer owned 
by the Cowleses is Truly Sovereign 
(1985, Sovereign Dancer out of 
Charmin’ Dixie, by For the Mo¬ 
ment). Her best offspring is Sover¬ 
eign Magic (a foal of 1993 by Magic 
Prospect), a stakes winner in Italy. 

"‘We generally try to sell our foals 
as weanlings, because it frees up 
room on the farm,” explains Dr. 
Cowles. The Cowleses have bred two 
other stakes winners: Royal Pastime 
(1978, *Tudor Grey—Doxy Doll, by 
Barbizon), winner of the 1984 Mary 
Duvall Handicap; and Raja’s Gran 
Baba (1985, El Baba—Le Verve, by 
Tambourine), who won the 1991 
Harvey’s Turf Challenge and placed 
in two other stakes. 


Ironically, when Colonial Downs 
opened last fall, the Cowleses—who 
seldom race their own stock—didn’t 
have any race-ready runners. “We’re 
looking forward to this season, espe¬ 
cially the turf races,” says Evie. The 
couple currently has one horse in 
training, a 3-year-old Magic Prospect 
son named Bench Road, with trainer 
Woodberry Payne. 

As if the farm and vet practice 
were not enough to keep them busy, 
Evie and Reynolds Cowles, who mar¬ 
ried 21 years ago (he has two grown 
children from his first marriage), have 
been involved in numerous horse 
groups. He plays polo with the Char¬ 
lottesville Polo Club and serves on 
the board of the Virginia Horsemen’s 


Benevolent and Protective Associa¬ 
tion and Farmington-Keswick Point- 
to-Point, among others, and she is 
involved in many of the same activi¬ 
ties. 

Reynolds’s dedication to public 
service was put to the ultimate test in 
1991, when Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association president Orme Wilson 
Jr. died unexpectedly, and he was 
asked to step in and head the breed¬ 
ers’ organization. He was to serve 
two more terms, for a total of five 
years, during what he refers to as “ex¬ 
citing and trying times for Virginia.” 

One of the first to champion the 
idea of a Maryland/Virginia racing 
circuit (“it was the only thing that 
made sense”), Cowles admits the 
idea was a tough sell among his Vir¬ 
ginia compatriots in the beginning. 
But he believes that, on the whole, 
prospects for Virginia racing are still 
favorable. Was he pleased with the re¬ 
sults of Colonial Downs’s inaugural 
meeting last fall.> “From a horseman’s 
standpoint, 1 was very pleased,” he 
says. “From the standpoint of mutuel 
handle, it was disappointing.” 


Colonial Downs is a “good facili¬ 
ty, and if we can get the right man¬ 
agement, and Colonial Downs and 
the Maryland Jockey Club work out 
their differences, it will continue,” 
says Cowles. “But right now, we are 
losing mares from Virginia because of 
the uncertainty of our race track. 
There’s a big question mark sur¬ 
rounding Colonial Downs, and all of 
the bad publicity is blowing that out 
of proportion. It’s not that the track 
hasn’t had good public relations, it’s 
that it hasn’t had any p.r. And where 
there’s a void of information, people 
create information. 

“The breeding industry in Virginia 
is dependent on Colonial Downs, 
and one of the big complaints has 


been that there aren’t enough Vir¬ 
ginians within the track’s corporate 
structure. The track needs to develop 
better sensitivity toward Virginia and 
horsemen—to the state, as well as the 
horse industry. 

“Lessons could be learned from 
the [failure of the] OTB referendums 
[in three proposed sites in Virginia 
last fall]. The OTB proposals did not 
involve enough Virginians, and they 
were handled with a lack of political 
reality,” says Dr. Cowles. 

On the plus side, he noted, “The 
quality of racing at that first meeting 
exceeded expectations, the barn area 
was nice and the track surface was a 
marvel. As the track develops—and 
the turf course is on line—people are 
likely to be more and more pleased.” 

Meanwhile, what Virginia’s Thor¬ 
oughbred breeding industry needs is 
“critical mass,” says Dr. Cowles. “We 
need more mares and better quality 
mares. Right now, we have the high- 
end broodmare places, like Morven 
and Lazy Lane—and all the rest. We 
need to fill in the gap, because until 
we get more mares, Virginia’s stal¬ 
lions will be under-utilized.” ❖

goes nowhere but up 

Record rise in Timonium auctions 
can be attributed to several factors

M ason Grasty, executive vice-president of Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic, remembers—but is trying to forget—the 
days when the company’s auctions held four times a year 
in the Timonium pavilion averaged six “no-bid” horses a 
sale. For those of you not familiar with the term, it means horses so badly bred 
and/or conformed not one single person offered a bid on them. 

At the last few sales, Grasty is happy to report, the no-bids have been con¬ 
spicuously absent. 


He was asked the reason after the 
1997 Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 
“People have wised up,” he said. 
“The really bad horses have dropped 
out of the market.” 

Rick Abbott of Charlton Blood¬ 
stock Agency, a top consignor at 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sales, recalls 
the days when he left the more ex¬ 
pensive horses out of his Timonium 
consignments. “Five years ago, if I 
needed $35,000 for a horse, I wasn’t 
confident of going there. To get that, 
it almost had to be a sales-topper,” 
Abbott said. “Today, I can take a 
horse needing $60,000 or $70,000 
and I’m very confident.” 

Nowadays $70,000 probably 
won’t even make the list of ten top- 
priced horses. 

Kevin McKathan, half of the 
McKathan Brothers pinhooking team 
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that found Silver Charm for Bob and 
Beverly Lewis, has been going to 
Fasig-Tipton sales in Maryland since 
he was a kid working for his father’s 
McKathan Farms. “It was a leftover 
sale,” McKathan said bluntly, recall¬ 
ing the days when trainers could 
spend an entire week in Baltimore 
preparing to run a horse in the Preak- 
ness without driving 20 minutes to 
the 2-year-olds in training sale at Ti¬ 
monium Fairgrounds. 

“But now the market has gotten 
very strong up there,” he said. “It 
supports a lot of race tracks from Wa¬ 
terford Park [now Mountaineer 
Park] to Belmont. A very diverse 
crowd is buying. You can sell any¬ 
thing from a $300,000 horse to a 
$5,000 horse. . . A lot of big trainers 
are staying over from the Preakness 
to see and shop the sale. I know [Sil¬ 


ver Charm’s trainer] Bob Baffert has 
shopped there the last couple of years, 
and we bought a couple for him.” 

Other nationally recognized names 
sprinkled throughout the summaries 
include Buzz Chace, the agent who 
bought Unbridled’s Song for Ernie 
Paragallo’s Paraneck Stable, Betty 
Moran of Brushwood Stable and Eb 
Novak of New Farm. 

All of these memories are anecdo¬ 
tal evidence of spectacular growth in 
the sales conducted by Fasig-Tipton’s 
Midlantic division over the past four 
to five years. 

There is even stronger evidence of 
Midiantic’s steadily escalating growth 
in the official records. In 1992, gross 
sales for Fasig-Tipton Midlantic were 
$7,496,600. In 1997, the gross was a 
whopping $23,569,600. That’s an 
increase of more than 300 percent. 

In 1992, the average price paid for 
a select yearling was $12,594 and for 
an open yearling, $3,557. Last year, 
the average price for yearlings, who 
no longer undergo any type of selec¬ 
tion process, was $16,892. 

Likewise, the average price for a 2- 
year-old in training in 1992 was 
$10,254. In 1997, the correspond¬ 
ing figure was $25,543. 

And Fasig-Tipton has recorded 
these higher averages despite increas¬ 
ingly larger catalogues. In 1992, the 
company sold 895 horses at its four

annual sales. In 1997, 1,355 horses 
passed in front of the gavel. 

Again, you have to ask, why} An 
obvious reason is the improvement in 
the Thoroughbred market nationally. 
After an outrageous period of infla¬ 
tion in the early ’80s and a precipi¬ 
tous crash in the late ’80s, the nation¬ 
al market has grown steadily but 
sensibly in the 1990s. 

“When Kentucky sneezes, the re¬ 
gional markets catch a cold,” said 
David Heckerman, the reporter/ana- 
lyst who covers auction sales for ITje 
Blood-Horse. “When the national mar¬ 
kets grow, the regional markets grow.” 

In 1992, the gross sales industry¬ 
wide (exclusive of sales of racing-age 
horses or stallions) were $331.7 mil¬ 
lion. In 1997, the total was $693 mil¬ 
lion, according to statistics from The 
Blood-Horse. Gross sales of 2-year-olds 
in training grew from $56.3 million 
in 1992 to $127.8 million last year. 

There also has been a national 
trend away from buying horses al¬ 
most strictly on pedigree to buying 
horses with solid conformation. One 
of the harsh lessons of the ’80s was 
that a blue-blooded pedigree is of lit¬ 
tle use if you can’t get the horse to 
the races. 

That trend has been extremely 
helpful to Fasig-Tipton Midlantic, 
since it doesn’t specialize in select 
horses by the most popular and well- 
known stallions the way Fasig-Tipton 
and Keeneland do in Kentucky. 

Rather, this is a place where you 
can get horses that look good by a 
wide variety of good regional stal¬ 
lions with proven records—horses 
such as Waquoit, Citidancer, Allen’s 
Prospect and Two Punch. 

That aspect is appealing both to 
buyers and consignors. “They’re real¬ 
ly different from Kentucky horses, 
just like Florida horses are different,” 
said Samantha Siegel, who with her 
parents Jan and Mace has bought 
graded stakes winners Urbane and 
Latin Dancer at Timonium. “You al¬ 
most have to put on a different set of 
eyes to look at these horses than you 
do at Keeneland. There, you see 
horses all spit-and-polished, looking 


better than they are ever going to 
look again. 

“In Maryland, you have to look 
through into what the horse is going 
to become,” Siegel added. “The sale 
is low-key. There are nice horses; the 
consignors have realistic expecta¬ 
tions. Plus, they raise a sound horse 
there.” 

The McKathan brothers, who live 
in Ocala, Fla., used to split their 2- 
year-olds in training between an April 
sale in their hometown and the May 
sale at Timonium. “I prefer to go to 
Maryland even though I have the 
costs of shipping,” Kevin McKathan 
said. “This year, we’re not taking any 
to Ocala. We’re going to Maryland 
with all of them. 

“I won’t say there is a larger num¬ 
ber of buyers in Maryland, but a lot 
of times in Ocala, people are looking 
to steal horses. In the Maryland sale, 
it doesn’t seem to be that way. You 
can sell a good horse there.” 

The race records of Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic graduates in the ’90s also 
have done much to bolster the sales. 
“One of the best advertisements for 
Fasig-Tipton is the success of horses 
out of that sale,” said Josh Pons, 
manager of family-owned Country 
Life Farm in Bel Air, Md. “That’s 


had a bit of a snowball effect,” in the 
words of Rick Abbott. 

The Siegels bought Urbane (by 
Citidancer) as a yearling for $25,000. 
The Grade 1 winner would earn 
more than $1 million. They paid 
$20,000 for the yearling Forest Feal¬ 
ty, who ended up earning $439,520. 
Happy in Space cost them $24,000 
as a yearling and earned $335,550 
over a remarkable 57 starts. 

Now the Siegels are getting big re¬ 
turns from another Citidancer off¬ 
spring, Latin Dancer. That colt cost a 
lot more—$210,000 as a yearling in 
1995—but he’s already earned 
$422,333 and is still going strong. 

Other Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
sales graduates include Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl winner Alphabet Soup, 
who earned $2,990,270; and 1997 
champion sprinter Smoke Glacken. 

“It’s a good place to shop for a 
bargain,” Samantha Siegel said. “. . . 
heavy heads don’t really go there, 
’cause they’re paying for the pedi¬ 
gree. We’re able to be a big fish in a 
small pond there, whereas we’re a 
medium fish in a large pond at 
Keeneland.” 

Even minnow-sized shoppers can 
get lucky at Timonium. Northern 
California trainer Brent Sumja spent 
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$4,500 to purchase My Man Erin for 
Nancy Clark; he won $109,400. 
Citishell, a purchase in the ‘‘10-thou¬ 
sand range,” already has won 
$35,000 to $40,000 in just six allow¬ 
ance starts. Sumja is looking for a 
bigger return in the future. 

Consignors have had equally as¬ 
tonishing tales to tell. Last year, Tony 
Bowling and Bobby Dodd bought a 
Phone Trick yearling colt for $40,000 
in September at Timonium. In Feb¬ 
ruary, the colt brought $750,000 at 
Fasig-Tipton’s 2-year-olds-in-train- 
ing sale at Calder. Another Maryland 
graduate, a $120,000 yearling, went 
for $370,000. 

“There were several of them that 
had good returns,” Mason Grasty 
said proudly. “1 will have more inter¬ 
est from pinhookers next year.” 

And for that Grasty is very grate¬ 
ful. “Pm well aware that without 
consignors we don’t have anything to 
sell,” he said. “Consignors are what 
make things tick. If they don’t have 
the faith to send us their horses, 
there’s no growth. The majority of 
my year is spent with consignors. . . if 
we don’t have horses, people are not 
going to come buy.” 

Grasty, of course, is no less inter¬ 
ested in attracting buyers. “The last 
five years, or maybe 1 should say four 
years, have been dramatic [in terms 
of growth],” Rick Abbott said. 
“Why? 1 think to a large extent the 
reason is Mason Grasty. He has gone 
out and worked hard to bring buyers. 

“Before, the attitude was sort of, 
‘If we publish the catalogue, the buy¬ 
ers will come.’ There was no convinc¬ 
ing buyers to come to the sale. In 
September, we sold more horses to 
California than we did to Maryland,” 
Abbott added. 

Grasty doesn’t wait for pinhookers 
to express interest either. He recruits 
and WOOS them, and consignors say 
that’s a major change from the ad¬ 
ministration Grasty replaced in 1990. 

“This past summer, ten prominent 
California agents were buying at our 
sale,” said Josh Pons. “At Fasig-Tip- 
ton, they know who’s flying in.” 
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As one longtime sales patron ob¬ 
served: “All the brass shows up, from 
(Fasig-Tipton president) Walt Robert¬ 
son to (marketing director) Terence 
Collier,” he said, “and none of them 
makes the buyers and consignors feel 
like poor relatives of Lexington clien¬ 
tele. They have a board of directors 
of active agents and breeders who are 
concerned about having a good mar¬ 
ketplace.” 

Buyers, sellers and top Fasig-Tip¬ 
ton management say Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic also benefits from the per¬ 
sonality and reputation of Grasty 
himself, a Virginia native who bought 
and sold horses in Louisiana for years 
before taking his current post. 

“He’s done a great job,” said Walt 
Robertson. “People get along with 
him. He’s smart. He knows what he’s 
doing. People respect that. He puts 
some thought into his decisions. He 
doesn’t shoot from the hip.” 

Grasty is uncomfortable with such 
praise, but, when pressed, he will ac¬ 
knowledge his relationship with pin¬ 
hookers helped to get the Midlantic 
snowball rolling in the early ’90s. 

“I think that helped,” he said. 
“My rapport with pinhookers, being 
able to persuade them that they could 
come to Maryland to buy horses and 
make money with them was the first 
specific that I would point to as 
[coming from] myself. What that did 
was get away from a local market. 
And then it became a much stronger 
regional market, and then as people 
started to see horses coming out of 
sales and the results, we reached that 
national and international-type mar¬ 
ket where we were selling to 27, 28 
states, Canada, Puerto Rico, Panama. 

“It’s not a European market,” 
Grasty added, “but it is a North 
American market.” 

Grasty also likes to credit the now- 
defunct Equivest and Horsemen’s 
Bloodstock agencies (both of which 
made determined but unsuccessful 
efforts to capture this market during 
the 1990s) for contributing to Fasig- 
Tipton’s success—not by design, but 
by example. “When I got here, 


Equivest’s operation was bigger than 
ours,” he said. “That fueled my com¬ 
petitive juices. It got me to do what 
we needed to do: provide good ser¬ 
vice. What we do best is at the table, 
getting buyers and sellers together. 

“No detail is too small that it 
doesn’t get attention.” Says Grasty, 
“we’re fortunate to have an excellent 
office staff, including Paget Bennett, 
Anna Thorp and Penny Woolley.” 

There is litde doubt that a change 
in national management in the late 
’80s actually created the policy and 
attitudinal changes that made the 
growth and improvement in the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic region possi¬ 
ble. 

After major shares of Fasig-Tipton 
stock changed hands in the late ’80s, 
when the Thoroughbred market fell, 
new officers were brought in to try to 
turn around the company. Several 
unprofitable divisions, including the 
one in Louisiana managed by Grasty, 
were closed. Timonium might have 
been another logical shop to shut 
down since it was stricdy a North¬ 
eastern market, and a low-priced one 
at that. 

Instead, Robertson said, Fasig- 
Tipton decided to gamble. “At that 
time, it seemed a hundred horses was 
pretty much all the market could 
handle,” he said. Fasig-Tipton decid¬ 
ed to risk a larger catalogue, speculat¬ 
ing it might bring a broader-based 
clientele. 

“We ended up with a couple of 
hundred horses, and buyers started 
coming from all over the East,” 
Robertson said. “As the word got 
around, buyers came from all over, 
and it’s had a domino effect.” 

At its most recent Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale, Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
catalogued a record 638 horses. And 
Grasty swears the upward swing isn’t 
done yet. “We’ve made it a creditable 
market,” he said. “We reached that in 
1996 and we exceeded it in 1997, 
and we still haven’t had a real break¬ 
through sale. “Somewhere out there 
is a sale that is going to be beyond 
anything we ever imagined. ” ❖

Winter Mixed sale proves good 
horse can come from anywhere 


T he 1998 Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic Winter Mixed sale may be re¬ 
membered as the “foxhunter auc¬ 
tion.” 

An unraced 8-year-old mare who 
once appeared to have found her niche in 
the field of Virginia’s Piedmont Fox 
Hounds brought $72,000, to top the 
auction held February 1 at Timonium. 

Check Out the Flag (by Stalwart— 
Glimpse of Heaven, by Majestic Light) 
represents a major coup for Blue Ridge 
Farm’s Joanne Hammond and George 
Grayson, who purchased her from Pied¬ 
mont member Tim Daly after discovering 
that his foxhunter was a half-sister to 
Grade 1 stakes winner Mahogany Hall 
($694,912). 

Blue Ridge, of Upperville, Va., invest¬ 
ed $35,000 for a mating to Dehere, and 
consigned Check Out the Flag—due in 
late February—to the winter auction, 
where she was purchased by Marylander 
Caroline Stautberg. Check Out the Flag, 
believed too slow to race, is a half-sister 
to four other winners. 

Substantial decreases in figures for this 
year’s sale (see accompanying box), al¬ 
though alarming at first glance, were not 
believed to indicate an end of the upward 
trend in Mid-Atlantic auctions. Numbers 
for the 1997 sale were inflated by several 
unusually strong consignments, including 
the dispersal of the estate of Austin G.E. 
Taylor. 

Seven horses in the 1998 auction sold 
for $20,000 or more. Six of them were 
broodmares, the other a 2-year-old colt 
by Fly So Free—In View, by In Reality, 
who was fourth-ranked at $26,000. 

Leading consignor was Walnut Green 
(Jones brothers), agent, which sold six for 
a total of $128,500. Next was Country 
Life Farm, agent (19, $105,300) and 
Blue Ridge Farm, agent (1, $72,000). 

Topping the buyers’ list was Caroline 
Stautberg, with two purchases totaling

.49 Rewards to Breeders—Maryland-bred Rules 

A. To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each horse shall be registered with the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association. To qualify for registration, the horse shall be a Thoroughbred, eligible for registration 
with The Jockey Club and have been foaled in the State of Maryland. In addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the 
State, or maintains his breeding stock continually in the State, the horse shall be either the produce of a mare having con¬ 
ceived in Maryland the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the sea¬ 
son of the birth of the foal. 

B. A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time of foaling. 

C. Any owner or breeder may appeal the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association to register a horse under 
this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and the decision of the Commission shall be final.

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Carl Hanford, trainer of 
Kelso, hasn’t lost touch 

Retired horseman, now 82, assists 
daughter Gail Hanford at Delaware Park

C ARL Hanford’s leathered hand travels gingerly over the 
tendon of a young colt residing in his daughter Gail’s barn on 
the Delaware Park backstretch. “Feels good,” he says softly, to 
no one in particular. 

Thirty-five years ago, the hand traveled a different path over another tendon 
with every touch bringing a nagging apprehension that goes with the territory 
when you’re training a horse like Kelso. 


Yes, Kelso. 

When horsemen speak of great¬ 
ness, they speak of him. The mere 
mention of his name brings back im¬ 
ages of the mighty gelding churning 
down the stretch. Five times horse of 
the year—a record never equaled, nor 
likely to be—Kelso won no fewer 
than 31 stakes, including five Jockey 
Club Gold Cups, three Whitneys, 
three Woodwards and the elusive 
Washington, D.C., International. He 
set or equaled nine track or course 
records (nearly one out of every four 
of his victories). 

Carl Hanford remembers what it’s 
like conditioning a superstar under a 
microscope. “Nerve-wracking,” he 
says with a slight smile. “Every day 
you hope that nothing has cropped 
up overnight. You wonder whether 
you’ve trained him hard enough, or 
perhaps too hard. Of course, you 


worry about every horse under your 
care, but you’re well aware there’s 
only one Kelso.” 

Only one Kelso. The funny thing 
about a horse like this is that he sel¬ 
dom steps into the limelight without 
someone flicking on the switch. 
Whirlaway needed Ben Jones to cut 
the famous hole in his blinker and 
Cigar needed a return to dirt despite 
superior turf breeding. Kelso was an 
ornery rogue no one could deal with 
until Hanford arrived quietly on the 
scene. 

Born in Omaha, Neb., in 1916, 
Hanford moved East at an early age, 
joining his brother Buddy, who was 
already riding races. At the tender age 
of 21, Buddy Hanford was killed in a 
spill (aboard a horse named Appre¬ 
hension) a week before he was to ride 
in the Kentucky Derby. Ironically, or 
perhaps poetically, a mere three years 


after Buddy’s death Carl watched his 
other brother Ira win the 1936 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby aboard M.L. Schwartz’s 
Bold Venture; Ira Hanford was the 
the first apprentice rider ever to win 
America’s most famous horse race. 

Although he enjoyed more mod¬ 
est success as rider, Carl kept at it for 
some four or five years—first as stable 
jockey for Preston Burch at Saratoga, 
then under contract to Tobe Trotter 
and Ed Trotter in Maryland, and fi¬ 
nally as a free-lance journeyman in 
Maryland, New York and Florida. He 
was in his early 20s when he turned 
to training, and took over a string at 
Charles Town for Irish Jimmy Stew¬ 
art. Among his early stars was Silver 
Beam, “queen of the half-milers.” 

By the 1950s, Hanford was a well- 
established trainer on the East Coast 
circuit. His first top runner was the 
modestly-bred La Corredora (by Lit¬ 
tle Beans out of Nellie Mowlee, by 
Mowlee), whose victories included 
the Ladies and Comely Handicaps, 
Monmouth Oaks and the first-ever 
Gallorette Stakes. “Never had anoth¬ 
er filly who could run like she could. 
Would come from out of it and just 
run her heart out,” recounts Han¬ 
ford. 

That filly turned out to be merely 
a prelude, however, to what was to 
come next. In early 1960, Hanford

was in Florida with some horses 
when he heard through the grapevine 
that Mrs. Richard C. duPont was 
looking for a private trainer. “I called 
her, and she asked me to fly up (to 
her Woodstock Farm in Chesapeake 
City, Md.) for an interview,” recalls 
Hanford. Mrs. duPont hired him on 
the spot, and Hanford was to remain 
with the great lady of Maryland rac¬ 
ing for eight incomparable years. 

Allaire duPont presented her new 
trainer with seven fillies and two geld¬ 
ings. Among the latter was Kelso. 
“Only Kelso wasn’t Kelso at the time,” 
recalls Hanford. In fact Kelso, who 
had won one of his three starts at At¬ 
lantic City as a 2-year-old the previ¬ 
ous season, appeared quite possibly 
more trouble than he was worth. 
He’d beaten up his exercise riders so 
badly that they no longer wanted any 
parts of him. Kelso had developed a 
daily routine of wheeling and drop¬ 
ping his riders as a kind of self-amuse¬ 
ment. Battered and bruised, the exer¬ 


cise boys seldom were able to work 
the gelding as instructed. 

“They wouldn’t even get him 
around the training track before he’d 
drop ’em. He was just too damn 
smart for ’em, that’s all, which in the 
end is why he was so good. I think 
you’d find that most great horses 
have one thing in common and that’s 
intelligence,” suggests Hanford. 

He pauses for a moment. “Kelso 
always knew what he had to do. As a 
4-year-old in the Metropolitan he 
was eight lengths back at the top of 
the stretch, so he moved to the rail, 
angled outside and then back in again 
to get up in time. Although I’m sure 
Arcaro helped,” he says with a grin, 
“the horse knew what he had to do.” 

On arriving at Woodstock, the 
first thing Hanford did was send for a 
jockey from Bowie, because, “I need¬ 
ed someone who didn’t know the 
horse so we could start fresh.” Then 
he began using a running martingale 
for training—a fairly innovative prac¬ 


tice at the time. It kept the reins fi'om 
crossing when Kelso pulled his 
stunts, and gave his rider more con¬ 
trol. “I’m sure I wasn’t the first to 
use that equipment in this manner, 
but I did notice that after Kelso start¬ 
ed winning, a lot of other horses be¬ 
gan showing up in the morning wear¬ 
ing a running martingale,” Hanford 
recalls. 

As Hanford took his time develop¬ 
ing Kelso, duPont entertained no¬ 
tions of selling her homebred for 
what she thought was a generous 
price. The trainer convinced his client 
to wait because “if this horse runs like 
I think he will. . .” 

After missing the Triple Crown se¬ 
ries, Kelso commenced his 3-year-old 
season in June with a ten-length al¬ 
lowance victory at Monmouth. He 
then went to Aqueduct and won an¬ 
other allowance by 12, while running 
a mile in I:34y5, the fastest ever for a 
3-year-old in New York. Kelso then 
shipped to Arlington where he failed 
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in the Classic, but with a valid excuse. 
Hanford discovered early that the 
gelding had thin hoof walls and 
could only have a file run over them 
without becoming foot sore. A 
groom had allowed a blacksmith to 
clip Kelso’s hooves and reshoe him 
before Hanford arrived at the barn in 
Chicago. 

After Arlington, Kelso wouldn’t 
lose again that year. He started six 
more times as a 3-year-old, climaxing 
the season with a three and a half- 
length score in the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup (run in those days at a distance 
of two miles), and became the first 3- 
year-old male ever to capture the 
horse of the year title without com¬ 
peting in a Triple Crown event. 

Following the horse of the year 
ceremonies, a reporter suggested that 
Kelso’s appearance was somewhat 
lacking and he wasn’t built like other 
good Thoroughbreds. To which Han¬ 
ford quipped, “then the other good 
Thoroughbreds are built wrong.” 
Actually, Kelso was a lightly built 3- 
year-old whom Eddie Arcaro’s agent 
referred to as “the litde bale of wire.” 
With time, he filled out into a sturdy 
individual, but never would have won 
a beauty contest. 

Like all horses, he required con¬ 
stant monitoring for soundness. “All 
great horses have problems,” says 
Hanford, “but they run through 
them. Kelso would run down a con¬ 
crete road and never stop till he beat 
you. That’s what made him so re¬ 
markable. He also had tremendous 
lung capacity. The horse could run 
forever and never get tired, and that 
includes carrying the weight (as much 
as 136, which he carried while win¬ 
ning the ’61 Brooklyn Handicap).” 

Hanford countered a tricky stifle 
problem by bedding his champion on 
sugar cane chips. He also developed a 
training regimen that kept Kelso in¬ 
terested, because if you did the same 
thing three days in a row, “he’d drop 
the rider right on the track and go 
back to the barn.” Millie Hanford 
grew accustomed to waking up at 2 
a.m. to an empty bed, her husband 
having gone to the barn to check on 
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Kelso. Kelso was also a confirmed 
cribber, although Hanford never 
considered that much of a problem. 
“His cribbing grew worse as he got 
older and I’d always blow him out 
the day before a race to clear his 
lungs. But I’d take a barn full of crib- 
bers if they could run like he could.” 

A more mature Kelso headed into 
the 1961 season: he won six of nine 
starts, including a sweep of the handi¬ 
cap Triple Crown (the Metropolitan, 
Suburban and Brooklyn Handicaps.) 

In 1962 he added his third con¬ 
secutive victory in the Jockey Gold 
Cup (in track record time of 3:19y5) 
and by season’s end became the fifth 
equine millionaire. Still, the Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., International remained 
his nemesis. The previous year, after 
battling head-to-head with champion 
T. V. Lark for the entire mile and a 
half, Kelso faded in the final strides to 
lose by three-quarters of a length. 
But in Hanford’s view, the ’62 Inter¬ 
national—in which he finished sec¬ 
ond to * Match II—could have been 
Kelso’s greatest effort. 

“I told Milo (Valenzuela, as Ar- 
caro had retired) not to allow Beau 
Purple to steal away early or we’d 
never catch ’im.” Following instruc¬ 
tions, Valenzuela stalked the speed 
despite sizzling fractions, until Beau 
Purple cracked under Kelso’s heat. 
Then Carry Back took up the chase 
on Kelso’s outside and the two bat¬ 
tled head-to-head for the next half- 
mile, until Carry Back also wilted 
from the pressure. With an eighth to 
go, * Match II came flying from out 
of it and the great one dug in once 
more but couldn’t hold off the final 
surge of the closer. 

“Greatest race I’ve ever watched,” 
exclaims an old-timer. “Kelso ran 
three races in one today and won two 
of’em.” 

By the end of the season Kelso’s 
third horse of the year title was virtu¬ 
ally a foregone conclusion. Nine ma¬ 
jor stakes victories (from 12 starts) in 
1963 ensured his reign for another 
year, but by 1964 age had taken away 
Kelso’s great middle speed and Han¬ 
ford knew that season would put his 


champion to a different kind of test. 
The 7-year-old opened the season by 
disappointing in the Los Angeles 
Handicap and Californian Stakes, and 
Hanford listened to critics writing his 
horse’s obituaries. Once again they 
were premature. 

Under Hanford’s careful guid¬ 
ance, Kelso rebounded to win four of 
his five final starts that season, includ¬ 
ing a fifth Gold Cup (in which he 
pared down his previous track record 
while setting a new North American 
record of 3:I9V5 for two miles) and— 
finally—the International, defeating 
Gun Bow by four and a half lengths 
while setting a new American record 
(2:23y5) for a mile and a half. Horse 
of the year honors were a natural 
conclusion. It was to be his last cham¬ 
pionship title, but not his last hurrah. 
Kelso continued to campaign at 8, 
winning the Whitney Stakes (under a 
130-pound impost) and the Stymie 
Handicap (by eight lengths) before 
making one appearance as a 9-year- 
old, finishing fourth in an allowance 
race at Hialeah in March. 

A fractured sesamoid sustained 
during training ultimately forced his 
retirement. Shortly thereafter (in 
1967), “but not soon enough” as 
Hanford says, the legend was induct¬ 
ed into Racing’s Hall of Fame. His 
career earnings of $1,977,896 made 
him the leading money-winner at 
that time. Kelso’s 39 victories came 
on turf and dirt, at virtually every dis¬ 
tance possible (six furlongs to two 
miles). 

Hanford retired from training in 
1969, hoping to provide a more sta¬ 
ble life for his wife and daughter. He 
served as a steward in Pennsylvania, 
Delaware and Louisiana and even 
made a return to his native state of 
Nebraska before retiring for good. 
He and Millie do some traveling 
when live racing is not being con¬ 
ducted at Delaware Park, where Mrs. 
Hanford is employed in the admis¬ 
sions department. Most mornings, 
Hanford can be found at their 
daughter’s barn—“just helping out,” 
as he hastens to explain. “Gail makes 
all the decisions.” ❖

would be a big jump forward

I wonder why a 
tiny sport like 
steeplechasing 
doesn’t leap at any 
chance for 
togetherness.

B aseball has winter meet- 
ings. NFL executives all get 
together at the Super Bowl. 

I’m not sure what NASCAR has, 
but rest assured it’s something. Flat 
racing’s movers and shakers con¬ 
gregate at the major races, and find 
time for serious business at the 
University of Arizona’s annual 
symposium. 

Steeplechasing.^ We go for mul¬ 
tiples. And no-shows. The 1997- 
’98 off-season featured three im¬ 
portant meetings. One, the 
National Steeplechase Associa¬ 
tion’s senior member meeting (like 
a public company’s annual meet¬ 
ing) took place in December at 
Fair Hill, Md. Another, the annual 
meeting of the NSA’s race com¬ 
mittee chairmen, happened in Jan¬ 
uary at Charlotte, N.C. Number 
three, the Steeplechase Owners 
and Trainers Association’s annual 
meeting, came in February at a Pennsyl¬ 
vania ski resort. 

If you went to all three—I know of 
one person—bless you and the frequent 
flier miles you rode in on. If not, you 
ought to wonder why all those meetings 
don’t take place at the same location and 
in the same week. 

I do, but then again I’m a wonderer. I 
wonder why a tiny sport like steeplechas¬ 
ing doesn’t leap at any chance for togeth¬ 
erness. Maybe nobody thought of it. You 
can’t blame the organizations for wanting 
to have meetings. We certainly ought to 
have things to talk about. All three meet¬ 
ings were essentially public, with hun¬ 
dreds of possible visitors. 

Hundreds? The NSA attracted just 25 
of its 223 senior members. SOTA, which 
boasts a membership base of 240, wel¬ 
comed 17 of them. Only the race com¬ 
mittee meeting (open to two representa¬ 


tives from the NSA’s 36 meets) attracted 
a decent number—35. There could have 
—and should have—been more. 

Three or four days of meetings—in 
one location—would give the concepts a 
much-needed boost. The horsemen 
could talk to the NSA and the NSA could 
talk to race chairmen and race chairmen 
could talk to horsemen and everyone 
could meet everyone else and there would 
be peace in the Middle East, and... 

Seriously, there are blueprints to fol¬ 
low on these things. Come up with a 
name—say. Steeplechase Meetings (origi¬ 
nal, huh?). Pick a site. Choose a theme. 
Bring in guests (experts would do nicely) 
who will help the theme. Invite every¬ 
body—^yes, everybody. And meet. Talk. 
Discuss. Socialize. Network. Eat. Drink. 
Be merry. And accomplish something. 

Imagine a group of race committee 
chairmen listening to a turf management 


expert on inexpensive and proper 
care of race courses. Now, imagine 
a group of owners and trainers lis¬ 
tening to Monty Roberts talk 
about talking to horses. Think 
about a room full of NSA senior 
members getting a pep talk about 
the association and learning how 
they can help by joining commit- 
^ tees and getting involved. Look 
over there, it’s a professional jockey 
and a steward going over some 
videotape with several apprentice 
jockeys. The press conference starts 
in 45 minutes. 

Now, imagine it all happening 
at the same time—amazing, isn’t 
it? In between sub-meetings, the 
groups could come together for a 
. town hall effect and discuss impor¬ 
tant issues. All it would take is plan¬ 
ning—lots of planning. Rotate the 
sites and themes (marketing, mem¬ 
bership, horse preservation, spon¬ 
sors, charities, new race meets, etc.) each 
year. Create some sideshows (SOTA’s 
meeting was supposed to include ski rac¬ 
ing) for entertainment purposes. Split the 
bill between participating groups or— 
someday—charge admission. The whole 
thing could turn into a moneymaker with 
sponsors, a beneficiary, all the trimmings. 

Can’t wait. 

Good move 

One oflf-season policy change will mean 
instant return for steeplechase jockeys. 
The NSA board of directors raised the 
minimum riding fee to $120 (from $90), 
making life a little kinder to the people 
whose lives—literally—depend on their 
jobs. Much has been done in the past few 
years (runners’ reward, etc.) to help re¬ 
lieve financial burdens for owners, but the 
jockeys needed some aid as well. The in¬ 
crease was the first since 1988. ❖

Nijinsky II’s dance 
goes on and on

It is rare that a truly great 
horse goes on to become a 
great sire... It is rarer still 
that one is a magnificent 
physical specimen as well. 
Nijinsky 11 was such a horse. 


W HEN *BAHRAM WON 
the English Triple 
Crown in 1935, he 
became the 14th horse to do 
so, and the sixth of the 20th 
century^ Remarkably the next 
60 years have produced only 
one more: Nijinsky II. 

There are some plausible 
ways to account for this: to¬ 
day’s larger foal crops, along 
with the importation of many 
fine yearlings from America, 
make it much more difficult 
for any one colt to dominate 
the competition. 

Horses now tend to spe¬ 
cialize more at a given dis¬ 
tance. Because of this, fewer 
of the Epsom Derby contenders are even 
competing in the St. Leger—the last and 
longest leg of the Triple. Nevertheless, 
since Nijinsky II won the Triple Crown in 
1970, only a single horse, Nash wan in 
1989, has won even the first two legs of 
the English Triple Crown. 

Clearly Nijinsky II was a very special 
horse. 

In the summer of 1968, platinum ty¬ 
coon Charlie Engelhard sent trainer Vin¬ 
cent O’Brien to Canada to inspect a year¬ 
ling by his favorite sire, *Ribot. Instead, 
O’Brien recommended a colt by the un¬ 
proven young sire Northern Dancer out 
of Queen’s Plate winner Flaming Page. 
Engelhard followed O’Brien’s advice and 
paid a Canadian record of $84,000 for 
Nijinsky II at the Woodbine sale. 

Sent to Ballydoyle in Ireland, the colt 
was feared untrainable, at first. He was ac¬ 
customed to pellets, not oats, and often 
refused to eat or even leave his stall. He 
disliked having a rider on his back, stub¬ 
bornly refused to canter, and was exces¬ 
sively nervous. But O’Brien and his staff' 
brought Nijinsky II along patiently, and 
eventually he began to blossom. He be¬ 
gan his 2-year-old campaign with four 


consecutive stakes wins at The Curragh 
and served notice that he might be one of 
the top 2-year-olds in Europe. He con¬ 
firmed this with a win in the Dewhurst 
Stakes, where the best colts in England 
declined to challenge Nijinsky II on their 
home turf. 

Lester Piggott assumed the mount in 
the Dewhurst, as he would for all of Ni¬ 
jinsky’s starts in England. The colt’s repu¬ 
tation seemed grow over the winter, and 
after an easy seven-furlong win at The 
Curragh the following April, a headline in 
Sporting Life raised the obvious question, 
“Who’s Going to be Second to Nijin¬ 
sky?” in the 2000 Guineas—the first leg 
of the Triple Crown. Indeed, he cruised 
home by nearly three lengths over Yellow 
God. 

Nevertheless, there were still skeptics 
who questioned whether Nijinsky IPs 
speed would stay the mile-and-a-half 
Derby distance. Gyr, a son of the great 
*Sea-Bird, was also well-backed, and Ni¬ 
jinsky II went off' at 11-8, the first time in 
his career he was not odds-on favorite. To 
make matters worse, he came down with 
symptoms of colic on the eve of the race. 
O’Brien treated Nijinsky II with sodium 


bicarbonate to settle his 
stomach. 

Lester Piggott waited pa¬ 
tiently until midstretch be¬ 
fore turning Nijinsky II 
loose, and he flew past Gyr 
to win by more by two 
lengths. His time of 2:34.6 
was the fastest at Epsom 
since * Mahmoud’s stakes 
record time of 2:33.8 in 
1936. 

Back at The Curragh for 
the Irish Derby, Nijinsky II 
breezed home with Liam 
Ward in the irons. He fol¬ 
lowed this with perhaps his 
best performance ever in the 
King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes, defeating older horses, 
including the previous year’s Derby win¬ 
ner Blakeney. At this point, Nijinsky II 
was starting to look like the horse of the 
century'. 

Destiny had not yet tested Nijinsky II, 
but it was about to. In August he came 
down with a severe rash from ringworm, 
causing him to miss training for the St. 
Leger. Then a death threat was made 
against Lester Piggott, warning he would 
be shot from the saddle if he appeared on 
Nijinsky II for the St.Leger. 

Undaunted, Nijinsky II and Piggott 
assumed the lead in midstretch and easily 
held off Meadowville for the win. Nijin¬ 
sky II had won the Triple Crown, unde¬ 
feated and still unchallenged. 

The grueling distance, coupled with 
the loss of training, had taken a toll, how¬ 
ever. In the Arc de Triomphe in early Oc¬ 
tober, Nijinsky II looked like the winner 
as he edged past the French horse Sas¬ 
safras in deep stretch. But he faltered in 
the final strides to lose by a head. 

Thirteen days later Nijinsky II looked 
to redeem himself in the Champion 
Stakes at Newmarket. It retrospect it 
proved to be an unwise decision. Appar-

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ently past his best form, he lathered badly 
before the race. For the first time ever he 
raced poorly, barely hanging on for sec¬ 
ond behind *Lorenzaccio. 

The reputation of most horses might 
have been seriously tarnished by two ca¬ 
reer-ending losses, but so majestic was 
Nijinsky II in both appearance and run¬ 
ning ability that little of his luster was 
lost. A handsome bay stallion standing 
16.2, with three white feet, Nijinsky II re¬ 
tired with II wins from 13 starts, and 
earnings of $677,118. He was syndicated 
for a record sum of $5.44 million 
[£2,248,000] and sent to Claiborne 
Farm in Kentucky^ 

His early offspring tended to be large 
and rather slow to develop at 2. Never¬ 
theless, his first crop included six group 
or graded stakes winners, led by Caucasus 
(Irish St. Leger) and Green Dancer 
(French 2000 Guineas). Subsequent 
crops included European Group 1 win¬ 
ners He de Bourbon, Niniski, Kings Lake, 
Golden Fleece (undefeated Derby win¬ 
ner) and Caerleon. His many high-class 
winners in America include Ferdinand, 
Sky Classic and De La Rose. 

Nijinsky ITs stud fee climbed to 
$100,000 in 1980 and $450,000 in 
1984. In 1985 his yearling colt Seattle 
Dancer, a half-brother to Seatde Slew, 
sold for an all-time record $13.1 million. 
In 1986 Nijinsky II achieved the un¬ 
precedented feat of siring both the Ep¬ 
som and Kentucky Derby winners in the 
same year—Shahrastani and Ferdinand. 
In 1990 his son Royal Academy won the 
Breeders’ Cup Mile, with Lester Piggott 
making a remarkable comeback in the 
saddle at the age of 54. From his next-to- 
last crop, his son Lammtarra won the 
fastest Derby ever and retired undefeated. 

Nijinsky II died in 1992 at the age of 
25. Two years later he surpassed his sire. 
Northern Dancer, with a record 147 
stakes winners, and today has 154 to his 
credit. Incredibly, more than 90 of these 
were group or graded winners, and no 
fewer than 36 were Group/Grade I win¬ 
ners. He matched Northern Dancer with 
three Epsom Derby winners, and topped 
him with French and Kentucky Derby 
winners. In addition, his sons He de 
Bourbon and Caerleon have also pro¬ 
duced Derby winners. 

As a sire of sires, Nijinsky II was ini¬ 
tially looked on with some skepticism. 
Despite the early successes of Green 
Dancer and Niniski at stud, his sons in 
America proved less successful—lacking 
the desired early speed. But the more re¬ 
cent emergence of Caerleon and Royal 


Academy as two of the finest sires in the 
world has dispelled much of this skepti¬ 
cism. And his grandson Strawberry^ Road 
(Aus), an Australian champion, became a 
fine sire in the U.S. 

There is no question of Nijinsky IPs 
influence as a broodmare sire. His daugh¬ 
ters have produced the likes of champion 
mares Flawlessly, Heavenly Prize and Sky 
Beauty, in addition to sons such as Bahri, 
Iktamal and Jade Robbery in Europe, and 
Rubiano, Colonial Affair, Java Gold and 
Crusader Sword in America. With 167 
stakes winners to his credit through ’97, 
Nijinsky II is arguably the premier brood¬ 
mare sire in the world today, and closing 
in on Habitat (175) and Northern 
Dancer (200) for the all-time lead. 

Nijinsky 11 has crossed well with a 
wide variety of bloodlines, but two in par¬ 
ticular stand out. Mated with Round 
Table mares, Nijinsky 11 produced an 
amazing 18 stakes winners from 48 foals 
(37 percent), with 12 of them group or 
graded winners, making this one of the 
strongest nicks of the 20th century. The 
Nijinsky 11—Blushing Groom (Fr) cross 
produced Derby record-holder Lammtar¬ 
ra, and the sons of Blushing Groom, in 
turn, have enjoyed great success with Ni¬ 
jinsky 11 mares. 

Curiously, Nijinsky 11 bears slight re¬ 
semblance to his sire physically, although 
their proportions may be similar. There 
are students of breeding who point out 
that this is often the case among great fa- 
ther/son combinations. There is a simi¬ 
larity in pedigree, however, as the dams of 
both Northern Dancer and Nijinsky 11 


are strongly linebred to the American 
foundation sire Domino. Both are also 
linebred to the great broodmare Selene, 
with Nijinsky 11 showing her three great 
sons Hyperion, * Sickle, and *Pharamond 
114x6x4 in his pedigree. 

He also inherited through his dam the 
one major ingredient his sire lacked, 
namely *Teddy blood. Nijinsky’s dam 
was 3x5 to the fiill brothers *Bull Dog 
and *Sir Gallahad 111, by *Teddy. He 
therefore received the best English 
bloodlines of Nearco, Hyperion and 
* Blenheim 11 from his sire; from his dam 
he inherited the French blood of *Teddy 
and the American blood of Domino. He 
was also one of the first great horses to 
show three strains of Phalaris blood 
(5x7x5). Combining the best blood from 
both sides of the Adantic, he had a truly 
international pedigree. 

It is rare that a great horse goes on to 
become a great sire. Witness the stud ca¬ 
reers of Citation, Secretariat, *Sea-Bird 11 
and Brigadier Gerard. It is rarer still that 
one is a magnificent physical specimen as 
well. Nijinsky II was such a horse. 

His most prominent son now standing 
in the Mid-Atlantic is Fred Astaire, the 
leading sire in Virginia in 1997. His sons 
Sir Jinsky and Smartinsky stand in New 
Jersey and West Virginia, respectively. 
His grandson My Boy Adam (by Encino) 
holds court in West Virginia. 

Mid-Atlantic stallions Cefis, Dance- 
withthedevil. Devil’s Share and Spicy Sto¬ 
ry all show Nijinsky II blood on their ma¬ 
ternal side. ❖

Foal heat diarrhea 
is a normal occurrence

O NE OF THE MOST COMMON AND 
least dangerous types of diarrhea 
in young foals occurs at the time 
of the dam’s first heat cycle or foal heat. 
This heat period usually occurs any time 
from four to 14 days after foaling, and 
usually lasts one to three days. It is also 
called “nine day heat” since nine days is 
about the average time that mares will cy¬ 
cle again after foaling. 

The foal heat diarrhea that coincides 
with the mare’s first heat period after 
foaling seems to be a very normal and 
universal event. The foal is not sick, un¬ 
less the problem becomes complicated by 
secondary infection. 

Horsemen have believed for many 
years that hormonal changes during the 
mare’s heat cycle affect the digestibility of 
the milk in some way, causing the diar¬ 
rhea. But a few years ago researchers be¬ 
gan to think that it must be more com¬ 
plex than that, since orphan foals being 
fed an artificial milk replacer (no mare’s 
milk) also tend to develop diarrhea at 
about six to 12 days of age. This stimulat¬ 
ed several studies on the subject. Re¬ 
search at the University of Florida sug¬ 
gested that foal heat diarrhea is a normal 
reaction in the gut of the young foal as it 
gears up to handle food. The theory is 
that the small intestine begins secreting 
more fluids, enzymes and electrolytes that 
help with digestion, and if the large intes¬ 
tine is not yet developed enough to ab¬ 
sorb those extra fluids, diarrhea results. 

The role of the large intestine in the 
horse’s digestion is to extract the nutri¬ 
ents from the food that has been broken 
down earlier in the digestive tract, and to 
absorb the extra water to keep the body 
from dehydrating. Much of the water ab¬ 
sorption of the body takes place in the 
large intestine. If the large intestine can’t 
absorb the extra fluid coming through, 
the result is diarrhea. 


We don’t know exactly why the diar¬ 
rhea tends to occur during the mare’s first 
heat cycle. The fact that foals without 
mothers also tend to scour sometime dur¬ 
ing the first two weeks of life suggests 
some cause other than the mare’s hor¬ 
mones, yet the relationship seems to be 
more than coincidence. For instance, if 
the mare comes into heat four days after 
foaling, that’s when her foal scours. If she 
comes into heat seven days, or nine, or 13 
days after foaling, that’s when he scours. 
So there must, in fact, be some kind of 
correlation. 

At any rate, whatever the exact cause, 
or combination of causes, most horsemen 
breathe a sigh of relief when finding that 
the mare is in heat when they discover a 
young foal scouring, for this type of diar¬ 
rhea usually isn’t serious. But the foal 
should still be watched closely to be sure 
he stays perky, strong and vigorous. Sim¬ 
ple foal heat scours will not sap his energy 
nor make him feel ill. He still nurses regu¬ 
larly and will run and play, feeling just 
fine. 

If at any time the foal becomes dull 
and lethargic, stops nursing, or has a 
fever—or in any other way acts sick or un¬ 
comfortable when he has diarrhea—he 
needs medical attention immediately. If 
infection complicates a case of Ibal scours, 
his gut lining will become damaged and 
he may dehydrate. Serous scours can 
swiftly kill a young foal. 

Generally, foal heat diarrhea will need 
no medication other than possibly 
putting mineral oil on the foal’s rear end 
to keep the acid feces from burning his 
skin and taking all the hair off. Mineral oil 
or petroleum jelly applied a couple times 
a day can help protect his tender skin 
from the irritation of being covered with 
diarrhea. Wash his buttocks gendy before 
applying the soothing coating. ❖

News and notes from 
Mid-Atlantic tracks 



B usiness took a sudden jump at 
Charles Town during February. 
On Saturdays, the track’s handle 
on its live racing and simulcast products 
combined neared the $350,000 level. 
“That’s equal to a June or July number 
from three or four years ago,” said Dickie 
Moore, Charles Town’s director of racing 
and assistant general manager. “We’re 
very encouraged. But we’re still not 
where we need to be.” 

The best news for Charles Town 
horsemen is the size of the purse overpay¬ 
ment—it continues to shrink. As of Feb¬ 
ruary^ 1, it stood at $534,000. By the end 
of the third week of the month it had 
been knocked down to $375,000. Moore 
feels that it might be entirely gone by late 
April. “And I still feel that, once the end 
of the year comes, our daily purse distrib¬ 
ution will be at the $40,000 level,” he 
said. 

Charles Town is expanding its market¬ 
ing commitment. Billboard advertise¬ 
ments for the track can now be found as 
far away as the corridor of Pennsylvania 
Route 30 that stretches between Gettys¬ 
burg and Chambersburg. A portion of 
the grandstand remains under construc¬ 
tion, but the projects that have been 
completed—the conversion of the grand¬ 
stand’s ground floor into a race book, the 
conversion of the clubhouse ground floor 
into a video lottery terminal (VLT) em¬ 
porium, and the renovation of the club¬ 
house dining room—are all receiving 
splendid reviews from the crowds that are 
becoming quite large on weekends. 

There was a time when Charles Town’s 
concession fare would not have tempted a 
starving man. Now its stands offer the 
best food of any track in the Mid-Adantic 
or Northeast (including Saratoga and 
Monmouth Park). Chicken strips and 
french fries, hamburgers, sausage sand¬ 
wiches piled high with peppers and onions 
—all are excellent and reasonably priced. 


VLT customers seem to prefer Charles 
Town’s nickel slots to the ones that swal¬ 
low quarters. Ergo, revenues from the 
machines continue to be below expecta¬ 
tions. But Moore and his racing office 
had more than 900 horses stabled on the 
grounds (including Shenandoah Downs) 
last winter, with promises of additional 
stock shipping in during the warm weath¬ 
er months. Improvements to Charles 
Town’s stable area have been as dramatic 
as the ones to the grandstand. 

Indeed, the place looks like it might 
be primed to really take off. Summer’s 
coming, and it could be a good one for 
Charles Town. 

William T. Goff Jr. held the hottest hand 
among Charles Town’s trainers during 
the early months of 1998. From his initial 
47 starts, Goff registered 16 victories, 
which gave him a win ratio of 34 percent. 
He also finished second seven times and 
third on a half-dozen occasions, for an 
overall win-place-show ratio of 61.7 per¬ 
cent. 

Charlotte Van Pelt does not own a lot 

of race horses. But the ones who do carry 
her colors tend to do very well. From her 
first eight starts in ’98, Van Pelt regis¬ 
tered five wins, a second and two thirds. 
This gave her a perfect win-place-show 
ratio of 1.000. Give the lady a corsage. 



T he 1998 Delaware HandIcap-GS 

will have a guaranteed purse of 
$500,000, the richest in the race’s 
61-year history. The mile and a quarter 
event on the main track for fillies and 
mares, 3 years old and upward, will be re¬ 
newed on Sunday, July 26. 

All told, Delaware Park’s ’98 Thor¬ 
oughbred stakes schedule will include 44 
events, with an aggregate purse distribu¬ 
tion of approximately $3.4 million. The 
140-day meet is scheduled to run from 
Saturday, April 18, through Sunday, No¬ 
vember 8. 


Delaware officials are saying that purses 
—stakes and overnights combined—are 
expected to average $185,000 per card. 
But because of millions of dollars of rev¬ 
enues that continually pour in from the 
track’s slot machines, many Mid-Atlantic 
observ^ers believe that Delaware’s purse 
distribution will easily surpass $200,000 
per card in ’98. 

Chris Warren, racing secretary at Dela¬ 
ware Park for the past three years, has be¬ 
come director of racing, a newly titled 
position. Melvin Chadwell, who served as 
racing secretary at Thistledown for the 
past eight years, will fill that slot at Dela¬ 
ware Park. 



R ichard Orbann, president of Garden

stand apron. Every patron who wants to 
try gets one shot at throwing a ringer. 
Last year, about a thousand people par¬ 
ticipated. Nobody succeeded, but several 
got very close.” 

Garden State also has a miniature golf 
hole on its clubhouse level. “If someone 
scores a hole in one, he or she receives a 
$100 savings bond,” Orbann said. “So 
far, it’s been done three times, including 
twice by the same guy. We also have a 
dart board promotion. Anyone who 
scores a bulls eye gets a $100 bond.” 

Midway through 1996, Janice Nini 
was on the verge of receiving a Ph.D. in 
cell and developmental biology from Rut¬ 
gers University. Her course work was 
done; her thesis was written—all she had 
to do was defend it. But Janice had a side 
interest. Narrowbrook Stable, owned by 
her family, had been breeding Thorough¬ 
breds in New Jersey for 30 years. Her fa¬ 
ther, Tony Nini, had once been one of 
the most prominent race horse owners in 
the state. And he still had some stock. So 
Janice Nini decided to spend the summer 
back on the farm. 

Autumn came, and Janice decided to 
try her hand at training. She took a four- 
horse stable to Meadowlands. Last win¬ 
ter, she was at Garden State Park with a 
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25-horse string. The thesis has yet to be 
defended. “All my books are still at the 
department of surgery at Robert Wood 
Johnson University Hospital at Rutgers,” 
Janice said. “ My husband is a cardiolo¬ 
gist. He understands. . . I think.” 

Janice trains for five owners. One of 
them is her father. “It’s the best feeling in 
the world to win a race for him,” she said. 
Another is Casey (Outlaw) Exton, who 
publishes the magazines Tattoos For 
Women and Outlaw Biker. Exton’s racing 
stable is named for the latter periodical. 
He is something of a cult figure among 
the motorcycle set. 

Exton once won a stakes in New York, 
but wasn’t allowed in the post-race cele¬ 
bration in the NYRA directors room be¬ 
cause of the outfit he was wearing, which 
included a hat with a snake wrapped 
around it, the snake’s head protruding 
from the front. “But he’s actually a very 
nice guy, and he just loves racing,” Janice 
said. 

“I had a great Presidents’ Day week¬ 
end this past February,” said Janice. “I 
won a claiming race at Aqueduct, a Jer¬ 
sey-bred allowance at Garden State and a 
claiming race at Philadelphia Park. Both 
claimers are owned by Exton. Complete 
the thesis? Oh, I don’t know. What I’d 
really like to do is write a book about life 
and people on the backside. I really don’t 
know if you should write very much 
about me in your magazine right now. I 
really haven’t done anything yet.” 



F OXie G returned to the races this win¬ 
ter after a 23-month hiatus. The 7- 
year-old gelding commenced his 
comeback with a second-place effort for a 
$14,500 claiming tag on January 31, 
then finished second again, this time by 
just a half-length, in $25,000 company 
on February^ 15. His long layoff was 
brought about by an ankle injury. “But 
Foxie G’s sound now, he still loves to 
run, and carries himself well,” said owner 
Phillip Capuano, who bought the Mary- 
land-bred as a yearling in a private trans¬ 
action. “So far so good.” 

Foxie G (Horatius—Powick by Proud 
Appeal) is based at Bowie. Phil’s son Gary 
Capuano (of Captain Bodgit fame), is the 
gelding’s trainer. Foxie G broke his maid¬ 
en in the mud at Laurel for a $11,500 tag 
on October 12, 1993—his margin of vic¬ 
tory was 16 lengths, demonstrating then 
and there that he might be something

special. Foxie G is a sprinter who closes 
sometimes from just off the pace, on oc¬ 
casion from far back. Seven furlongs has 
always been a touch beyond his range. 
But at six panels, when at the top of his 
game, Foxie G has been known to regis¬ 
ter consistent Beyer figures in the low 
lOO’s. 

The day he turned 3, Foxie G won 
Laurel’s Ambernash Stakes. Over three 
seasons, the chestnut added eight stakes 
to his resume, including the Maryland 
Million Sprint Handicap at Laurel. He be¬ 
gan his 5-year-old campaign with triumphs 
in Laurel’s Northern Wolf and Hoover 
Stakes. Then came the ankle problem. 

Effort has never been lacking with 
Foxie G. Prior to his return, his career 
statistics included 27 starts, 12 wins, 
eight placings, and earnings of $358,841. 
He has never really run a bad race. “And 
now he’s going against some of the 
toughest old claimers on the Maryland 
circuit,” said Phil Capuano. “You might 
see him in stakes company again. We’ll 
take it one start at a time.” 

Interestingly, the two 9-year-olds who 
finished in front of Foxie G have had their 
own share of success. Majesty’s Turn, the 
winner on Januaiy^ 31, won the General 
George-G2 and the J. Edgar Hoover 
Handicaps in 1993. In February^ multiple 
stakes winner Goldminer’s Dream got the 
measure of Foxie G. Also in that race was 
stakes winner Flying Punch and stakes- 
placed Bay Capp. A formidable group for 
a $25,000 tag.

P residents’ Day weekend was the 
high point of the Mid-Atlantic 
region’s winter racing season, 
with Laurel Park hosting two Grade 2 
seven-flirlong events—the Barbara Frit- 
chie and General George Handicaps. 
Ranked among the richest sprints in the 
country^ (with purses of $250,000- 
guaranteed), the races that make up 
Laurel’s Sprintfest attracted full and 
competitive fields. 

Barbara Fritchie Handicap-G2 

The Fritchie for fillies and mares, on 
February 14, proved the more dramatic 
of the two events, as John Franks’s 5- 
year-old mare J J’sdream, sent off as co¬ 
favorite at odds of 2-1, swept from last 
to first, preempting locally based 
Palette Knife to win by a head. Stylish 
Encore, also coming from the back, 
was inches away in third (the official 
margin was a nose). 

From the moment the ten runners 
broke from the gate until they headed 
into the stretch, no more than seven 
lengths separated first from last. 
Franks’s late-charging mare had to go 
seven wide to get to the leaders, grind¬ 
ing her way past the early pacesetters, 
local runners Weather Vane and Dar¬ 
lene’s Friend (who finished fourth and 
fifth), before wresting away the victory. 
Her final time was 1:24V5. Miss Golden 
Circle, the race’s actual betting favorite 
(based on total money wagered), who 


went off at the same 2-1 odds as the 
winner, was looking to defend her title 
but finished a disappointing sixth. 
Rounding out the high-class field were 
Secret Prospect, Suit, Exdl’s Pic and 
Stormy Temper. 

Trainer Bobby Barnett had brought 
the well-traveled J J’sdream to Laurel 
once before, when she was unplaced 
against champion sprinter Smoke 
Glacken and other males in last year’s 
Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash- 
G2. But she had previously won in 
Maryland, taking the Safely Kept 
Stakes-G3 at Pimlico in 1996. 

General George Handicap-G2 

Royal Haven was born in Maryland, 
but he hadn’t been back since getting a 
taste of the big apple. Based in New 
York with owner Barbara Davis and 
trainer Gasper Moschera who claimed 
him for $75,000 at Saratoga in 1995, 
the 6-year-old gelded son of Hail Em¬ 
peror has become one of the premier 
sprinters in the nation. This season, his 
connections have taken him on the 
road in quest of a championship title. 

In his first start outside of New York 
in more than two years. Royal Haven 
returned to his home state on February 
16 and powered his way to a two-length 
score in the General George Handicap. 
The favorite among nine starters. Royal 
Haven picked up where he left off in 
1997. He has won three consecutive 
graded stakes 
since last No¬ 
vember and has 
been third or 
better in 18 of 
his last 19 trips 
to the post. 

The compe¬ 
tition was not 
soft—eight of 
the nine had 
won their previ¬ 
ous outing, and 
the other was a 
very close sec¬ 
ond. Lining up 
against the dark 
bay was Stalwart 
Member, who 
had finished on 
even terms with

Royal Haven in their previous start, the 
Gravesend Handicap-G3 at Aqueduct 
on December 27; Purple Passion, rid¬ 
ing a five-race win streak, which includ¬ 
ed four stakes; Wire Me Collect, a track 
record-setter in his most recent outing, 
the Hoover Stakes at Laurel; Gulfstream 
Park shipper Irish Conquest, who de¬ 
feated Frisk Me Now in the Deputy 
Minister Handicap; King Roller, ship¬ 
ping in from Aqueduct after a victory in 
the Paumonok Handicap; talented 
Marylanders Clash by Night and Origi¬ 
nal Gray; and Littlebitlively, from the 
barn of Barnett and Franks, the con¬ 
nections of the Fritchie winner. 

Rated just behind the lead group of 
four horses—Stalwart Member, Purple 
Passion, Irish Conquest and Wire Me 
Collect, who set fractions of :22%, 
:46V5, and 1:10%—Royal Haven spUt 
^ the foursome on his way to finishing in 
a time of 1:23 (one and three-fifths off 
the track record). Purple Passion ran 
gamely, holding on to second, with 
Wire Me Collect finishing third. Long- 
shots Littlebitlively, King Roller, Class 
by Night and Original Gray came next, 
with the other two pacesetters, Irish 
Conquest and Stalwart Member, 
rounding out the field. ❖

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paigning at Fort Erie and Woodbine, and 
didn’t do much, winning just once in 14 
starts. Bruno Schickedanz, a developer in 
both the United States and Canada, with 
a side interest in Thoroughbreds, was 
Bruxa’s owner back then. He told Gili- 
forte, who trains Schickedanz’s Fort Erie 
string, to get rid of her. Giliforte decided 
to purchase Bruxa himself. He paid $500 
Canadian (equivalent to about $300 in 
U.S. currency) for her in late 1997. This 
winter, he brought Bruxa to Penn Na¬ 
tional along with a dozen or so of 
Schickedanz’s horses. 

On January 9, in her first start at Penn 
National, Bruxa won in $2,500 claiming 
company by seven and three-quarter 
lengths. On January 28, she won again 
for a $2,500 tag, this time by 14 lengths. 
Giliforte then entered Bruxa for a $5,500 
tag on February 11. She cruised to a sev¬ 
en-length triumph. That made for three 
wins in as many starts, and earnings of 
$7,620, all of it in U.S. greenbacks. 

Schickedanz had no cause for com¬ 
plaint, though. Just about every horse 
whom Giliforte sent posn\^ard was run¬ 
ning huge. From his first 23 starts at 
Penn National this year, Giliforte won 
nine times, which worked out to a success 
ratio of 40 percent. His win-place-show 
ratio was above 75 percent. 

Giliforte is originally from Buffalo, 
N.Y. His family moved across the Niagara 
River to Fort Erie when he was 3 years 
old. A polite, energetic and intelligent 
young man, Giliforte has spent time as a 
food warehouse manager. But most of his 
life, he’s been with horses. Back in 1990, 
he worked for Roger Attfield and King- 
haven Farms, and rubbed their homebred 
Canadian Triple Crown winner Izvestia. 
“Being around a horse like that inspires 
you,” said Giliforte. “Man, what an expe¬ 
rience!” 

Canadian racing, unfortunately, is 
now on a downslide. Fort Erie’s meet is 
being reduced from 100 to 75 days this 
year. Giliforte is seriously considering a 
permanent move back to the States, and 
is thinking of settling down near Penn 
National. “My wife and 1 have two young 
daughters,” he said. “We like the people 
here, we like the area, the purses are 
good, and Penn National runs year- 
round. There are plenty of other tracks to 
ship to as well. We’re thinking very seri¬ 
ously of looking for a house.” 

A tale of bridge jumping that still has 
people at Penn National scratching their 
heads: Flying Robin, a 4-year-old filly run¬ 
ning for a $12,500 claiming tag, was 9-2 
on the toteboard a few minutes prior to

C ontrary to rumors, Philadel¬ 
phia Park is not about to be re¬ 
named, “New Jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority West.” Nev¬ 
ertheless, it is true that Hal Handel 
has left his posts as vice-president of 
racing at the Meadowlands and Mon¬ 
mouth Park, and, as of March 2, be¬ 
came chief executive officer of the 
Bucks County track. Jim Gagliano, 
general manager of administration and 
operations at Meadowlands, has also 
left that post and followed Handel. 
Gagliano is Philadelphia Park’s new 
vice-president of operations. 

Handel’s resignation followed by 
one day that of New Jersey Sports and 
Exposition Authority president Robert 
Mulcahy 111, who announced that he 
was leaving to become the athletics di¬ 
rector of Rutgers University. 

In a press release, Handel stated 
that he was “sad” to leave New Jersey 
racing. He also said, not surprisingly, 
that he was excited to be working in 
Pennsylvania. Chances for the legal¬ 
ization of alternative forms of gaming 
at New Jersey’s tracks appear to be nil 
in the foreseeable future. The same is 
true for telephone wagering. The state 
might get OTB, but even this is far 
from a done deal. Pennsylvania already 
has both telephone betting and OTB. 
The legalization of slot machines at 
the state’s race tracks has considerable 


sents a $50,000 raise from last year. It 
will be renewed at a distance of a mile and 
an eighth on Labor Day, September 7, 
and will once again be part of the 
MATCH series (Mid-Adantic Thorough¬ 
bred Championships).

support within the state legislature. 
Handel and Gagliano appear to have 
made very smart moves at just the 
right time. 

Meanwhile, the status of Bill Hog- 
wood, formerly Philadelphia Park’s se¬ 
nior vice president and CEO, was un¬ 
certain. Track officials, picking their 
words very cautiously, stated that Hog- 
wood, technically, was no longer part 
of Greenwood Racing, Inc. Green¬ 
wood was founded in 1989 by Bob 
Green, Philadelphia Park’s president, 
and Hogwood—the company’s moni¬ 
ker was derived from their surnames. 
This much is known: Green’s still the 
boss. Beyond that, as of late winter, 
the shroud of mystery surrounding 
the situation was as thick as the Dela¬ 
ware Valley fog. 

In early February, Philadelphia 
Park’s live schedule expanded from 
four to five days per week, adding 
Wednesday programs to its offerings. 
As of late February, the track’s bill¬ 
board advertisement on northbound 
Interstate 95, the main artery leading 
from downtown Philadelphia to Bucks 
County, still stated that live racing 
took place “Saturdays through Tues¬ 
days.” Green’s never been inclined to 
notice such things. Neither has Hog¬ 
wood. Maybe Handel and Gagliano 
will. ❖

Atlantic City race track expected to cease 
live racing following pared-down meeting in ’98 


T here’s no escaping it—the end is 
near for Atlantic City Race 
Course. “It’s extremely unlikely 
that there will be any live racing here 
beyond 1998,” said Jim Murphy, the 
track’s president and general manager. 
“We’ve kept Atlantic City alive as long 
as we could, but the time has come 
when we have to accept the inevitable.” 

In January, a racing industry study 
commission appointed by New Jersey’s 
Governor Christine Todd Whitman (R) 
called for consolidation of the state’s 
racing industry. The commission’s re¬ 
port included recommendations for the 
establishment of off-track betting (OTB) 
parlors in New Jersey and the closing of 
Atlantic City as a live racing plant. 

Murphy is in agreement. “We need 
to consolidate live Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing into one meet at Monmouth Park, 
and do something similar with Stan- 
dardbred racing at Meadowlands,” he 
said. “Off-site wagering facilities would 
serve as feeder systems to help make 
those tracks strong. The essential mes¬ 
sage of the commission’s report is that 
maintaining the status quo for New Jer¬ 
sey racing is unacceptable. Who can de¬ 
ny that?” 

Atlantic City will race in ’98, al¬ 
though (as of this writing) the length of 
its meet has not been determined. The 
track has been awarded 30 dates, ex¬ 
tending from May 27 through July 12. 
“We may request to have that reduced 
to 20 days,” said Murphy. “The deci¬ 
sion should be made sometime in early 
April.” 

Regardless, there will be no stakes 
events at Atlantic City this year. Even 
the Caesar’s International-Gl (formerly 
the United Nations Handicap) is now 
history. Round Table won the race 
twice, in 1957 and 1959. Mongo won 
back-to-back runnings in 1962 and ’63. 
Dr. Fager was the winner in 1968, as 
was Manila in both 1986 and 1987. 
Sandpit (Brz) was the last horse to win 


the race twice, shipping in from Califor¬ 
nia in 1995 and ’96. Their perfor¬ 
mances add up to just a small portion of 
Atlantic City’s lore. 

If the track runs 30 days in ’98, Mur¬ 
phy anticipates an average daily purse 
distribution of between $45,000 and 
$50,000. “Should the meet be reduced 
to 20 days, the daily distribution will av¬ 
erage between $65,000 and $70,000,” 
he said. This year, as was also the case in 
1997, about 70 percent of Atlantic 
City’s races will be run on the turf. 

The inaugural meet at Atlantic City 
was conducted during the summer of 
1946. At its peak, the track was a cor¬ 
nerstone of New Jersey’s racing circuit. 
In 1957, Atlantic City’s daily atten¬ 
dance averaged 17,468. In 1960, its 
daily handle averaged $1,607,271. 
Those were its high water marks, and 
every dollar wagered back then was 
done so on-track. 

But the opening of major casinos on 
and near the Boardwalk during the 
1970s marked the beginning of Atlantic 
City’s end as a racing center. Large por¬ 
tions of the track’s property were sold 
for retail and residential development. 
Atlantic City switched from day to 
night racing in 1976; it was also the first 
track to simulcast full cards from else¬ 
where. From 1993 to ’95, Atlantic City 
received $2 million per annum from the 
casinos to shut down simulcasting for 
nine months per year, thereby avoiding 
competition with the latter’s race 
books. But none of these measures 
could halt the track’s decline. 

A plan remains on the boards to 
convert Atlantic City into a NASCAR 
racing facility, but progress has been 
slow and no construction has taken 
place. “We’re not at liberty to discuss 
this right now,” said Murphy. “We 
continue to go through public hear¬ 
ings. We have made a decision to sepa¬ 
rate Atlantic City’s real estate from our 
simulcasting and OTB prospects.” 


Murphy believes that “there’s no 
chance in the near term” for legislative 
approval of slot machines at New Jer¬ 
sey’s tracks. “I’m going to commit 
heresy and tell you something,” he said. 
“Purse subsidies that come from other 
forms of gaming, especially slots, con¬ 
stitute a very fragile source of revenues. 
In the long term, such supplements are 
not dependable—not with the fiscal 
needs that our schools, in-state road 
systems, and the like constantly require. 
This is true elsewhere. This would be 
true in New Jersey. ‘Subsidy’ is a dirty 
word in regard to racing in this state. 
People want to see the sport survive and 
prosper, but they don’t want to subsi¬ 
dize it. 

“For racing to make it, the sport’s 
going to have to rely on the strength of 
its own appeal and resources,” Murphy 
said. “Racing has evolved into a nation¬ 
al simulcasting industry. That’s one of 
the reasons why Atlantic City’s done. 
Last year, we had only 110 horses sta¬ 
bled on the grounds that actually ran 
during the meet. We had $5,000 claim¬ 
ing races run on the turf. People don’t 
want to bet on our product when they 
can go just about anyplace and bet 
Saratoga and southern California. 

“Consolidation and the establish¬ 
ment of an off-track feeder system with¬ 
in New Jersey could turn Monmouth 
into a very strong national track. Mon¬ 
mouth could start in mid-May and run 
until mid-September, offering 75 to 80 
live days. The whole state would gear 
up for such a meet. 

“I know what participants in our in¬ 
dustry want—the level of public accep¬ 
tance that racing had 40 years ago com¬ 
bined with the number of live dates we 
had ten years ago. Chances of achieving 
that are non-existent. I’m sorry to tell 
you all this, but it’s the truth. And At¬ 
lantic City’s not the only race track 
that’s going to go. ” ❖

who have operated there since the track’s 
reopening. 

Marya Heimer, the Goose’s daughter, 
has a small string at Philadelphia Park this 
year. “I galloped babies for George Stein- 
brenner for a while at Kinsman Stud in 
Florida,” she said. “I also worked for 
Danny Lopez and Mark Reid; I learned a 
lot from them. I saved a little money and 
bought two horses about two and a half 
years ago. Now I’ve got seven. I own and 
train all of them. Starting out is hard, but 
people have warm memories of my father, 
and they’re very supportive.” 

Among the Philadelphia Park horses 
nominated for this year’s Triple Crown 
are Red Reef, who broke his maiden by 
13^2 lengths last November; Princely 
Paul, who broke his maiden via a nose 
victory in December; Crowd Pleaser, a 
Pennsylvania-bred who pleased the crowd 
with a length and a half triumph on a 
muddy track in the Valley Forge Stakes; 
and GiuseppPs Dream, who, in his most 
recent Philadelphia Park effort, was beat¬ 
en 27 lengths in maiden allowance com¬ 
pany. There is room to improve in each 
case—for some, more than others. 

Side note of a telling nature: the U.S.S. 
United States is 945 feet long, did up to 
45 knots at sea, and, quite arguably, is the 
finest ocean liner ever built. It was taken 
out of service three decades ago, spent 25 
years doing nothing on the backwaters 
near Newport News, Va., then was towed 
across the Adantic Ocean to Greece, 
where it was supposed to be converted in¬ 
to a floating casino. But that never came 
to pass. The United States has now been 
towed back to these shores, and sits qui- 
edy at a Philadelphia dockside, collecting 
rust. Casino gambling, apparently, may 
not be the answer for everything. 



T he purse for the PImllCO Special 
Handlcap-G1 will go to $ I million- 
guaranteed for this year’s running 
—on May 9—if three Grade I winners 
participate. The track hopes to lure Skip 
Away, Gentlemen (Arg), Silver Charm and 
possibly Formal Gold with the million-dol- 
lar pot; only once before, in 1990, has the 
Special been worth that amount. 

Gentlemen (Arg) is the defending 
Special hero. Skip Away was North Amer¬ 
ica’s ’97 divisional champion among old¬ 
er horses. Preakness winner Silver Charm 
was champion of his division. This year’s 


Special has the makings of a historic 
event, and acting on a suggestion from 
the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association, the track will do its best to 
make this a Special day for fans, with free 
general parking, free grandstand admis¬ 
sion and complimentary programs (with 
live races only). 

Department of bad Ideas: the 1998 State 
Fair meet at Timonium will, for seven of 
its ten days, be in direct competition with 


the live meet at Colonial Downs in Vir¬ 
ginia. The Colonial Downs session is, of 
course, an arm of the Maryland Jockey 
Club’s 50-week season. Both tracks draw 
horses from the same pool. Delaware 
Park will also be running during this peri¬ 
od. As will Charles Town. As will Phila¬ 
delphia Park and Penn National. As will 
Monmouth Park. Fields at Mid-Atlantic 
tracks tend to get thin come late August. 
This year, expect them to get thinner. ❖

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Trainer Mark Reid makes 
successful comeback

P ASS THE WORD—MaRK ReID IS 
back. After nearly a four-year hia¬ 
tus, during which he was in the 
commercial air conditioning and heating 
business, Reid returned to Garden State 
Park this winter with a six-horse string. 
His initial starter, a 5-year-old mare 
named Asking the River, went postward 


as the 5-2 second choice in $5,000 claim¬ 
ing company on January^ 3 and cruised 
wire to wire, winning by six lengths. 

People have seen Mark Reid’s horses 
do that before. But not for a while—not 
since 1994, in fact. “I was just so burned 
out that I needed to get away,” Reid said. 
“In the early ’90s I had a hundred horses 


in training, four divisions. I had 60 em¬ 
ployees, and 30 clients. I had gone 
through that awful situation where Mr. 
Nickerson had died in the (1990) Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup Sprint-Gl at Belmont Park. Af¬ 
ter that, there were, statistically, a couple 
of really good years, but I felt fried. 

“I’d get up in the morning, drive to 
Philadelphia Park, and check the horses 
there. Then I’d take a quick shower, drive 
to Belmont. I’d stop for a quick dinner in 
New York, then drive to Meadowlands. It 
was a cycle that never ended. That’s not 
having a life. I have a wife and three sons; 
I needed to, I wanted to, spend much 
more time with them.” 

Reid’s departure left a void. Between 
1976, when he received his trainer’s li¬ 
cense, and early ’94, when he walked 
away. Thoroughbreds conditioned by 
Reid made over 10,000 starts, won 1,655 
races, finished second 1,469 times, and 
third on 1,381 occasions, and earned 
nearly $16.5 million. Most of his horses 
were claimers, but he also conditioned 
such stakes winners as Mr. Nickerson, Le 
Famo, Our Shopping Spree and Noactor. 

In 1991, Reid ranked sixth among all 
trainers in North America with 177 wins; 
that year, for the first time, his stable 
earned over $2 million. The following 
year, he recorded 221 wins, good for 
fourth position on the North American 
charts, and his stable earnings totaled 
more than $2.6 million. 

Getting to that point had not been 
easy. Camden, N.J., is Reid’s home town. 
He was born there on Christmas day in 
1950. Reid was a wrestler both in high 
school and at the University of Maryland, 
where, assisted by an athletic scholarship, 
he earned a business degree. 

After graduating, Reid took a job in 
industrial sales (specifically, paper prod¬ 
ucts). The money was decent, but the 
lifestyle bored him. Reid’s never been one 
to wear suits and ties, then or now. While 
in college, he had developed an interest in 
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racing. Reid wrote letters of inquiry to 
trainers and Dick Du trow gave him a job 
walking hots for $65 per week. A job as 
assistant trainer for Tom Glassford even¬ 
tually followed. And, ultimately, Reid 
went out on his own. 

As the years went by, his stable grew 
geometrically, from four, to 15, to 50, to 
100 horses. Reid won multiple training 
titles at Garden State Park and Adantic 
City. He became the second all-time 
leading trainer at Philadelphia Park. And 
then there was Mr. Nickerson. 

A son of Slewpy and the Nashua mare 
Municipal Bond, Mr. Nickerson cam¬ 
paigned for Mr. and Mrs. Robert H.A. 
Nixon of Rosemont, Pa., who purchased 
him for $55,000 at the 1987 Keeneland 
September yearling sale. At 3, Mr. Nick¬ 
erson became a bonafide speedball, set¬ 
ting a track record for five furlongs at 
Philadelphia Park, copping a trio of 
stakes, including the Boojum Handicap- 
G2, and earning a berth in the 1989 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl. 

Mr. Nickerson finished next to last, af¬ 
ter a troubled trip, in that first Breeders’ 
Cup attempt. But 1990 seemed to hold 
more promise. The horse was older. 


stronger, much more mature; he beat the 
’89 Sprint victor Dancing Spree while 
winning the Grade 2 True North and 
Grade 3 Roseben Handicaps, among his 
four stakes wins en route to the ’90 
Breeders’ Cup. 

No one could have predicted what 
happened when the big day finally ar¬ 
rived. Mr. Nickerson broke from the Bel¬ 
mont starting gate as fourth choice in the 
field of 14. But nearing the turn, he sud¬ 
denly appeared in distress and fell, having 
suffered a fatal heart attack. Another 
horse. Shaker Knit, tumbled over him 
and had to be destroyed. 

All of this affected Reid for a long 
time. In truth, it still does. But a man can 
change his approach to life. “Christmas in 
recent years has been magnificent,” Reid 
said. “It used to be that I’d get up early, 
quickly open the gifts, throw on my work 
boots, and out I’d go. There were count¬ 
less family barbecues and holidays that I 
missed. It came to the point where, emo¬ 
tionally, it was killing me. Couple that 
with the downward economic spiral that 
was affecting the sport. On top of every¬ 
thing else, 1 wasn’t making anywhere 
near the money that someone should 


from the effort that training horses re¬ 
quires.” 

Then why come back? “A combina¬ 
tion of things—selling air conditioning 
and heaters can be a pain, too,” said Reid. 
“Mostly, I didn’t care for it. The one as¬ 
pect I did like involved one of the supply 
houses I was dealing with. The guy who 
owned it was going to retire, and I was 
going to buy it from him. I closed down 
my one business, but then at the last 
minute he backed out, and that left me 
holding a bag of nothing. 

“An old friend of mine who I used to 
have horses with, a fellow named Bill Mil¬ 
am—he’s a trucker from Vineland, N.J., 
—encouraged me to get back into racing. 
Milam owns Asking the River—^just a lit¬ 
tle old inexpensive filly. This time around. 
I’m going to adjust to a more leisurely 
pace. I’d like to build up my stable to 20 
horses, enough to make a living for my¬ 
self and a few employees. That way, I can 
have the best of both worlds. 

“I’m looking to have fun,” said Reid. 
“I want to enjoy racing again. If it turns 
out otherwise. I’ll leave in a heartbeat, 
but I don’t think that’s going to hap¬ 
pen.” ❖

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Super-fan Olive Cooney: 
there’s no doubt she’s for real

I N THE BEGINNING THERE WAS NiCK 
Zito, offering up hoarse hosannas to 
whatever god might be as Strike the 
Gold went under the wire a length and 
three quarters in front of Best Pal in the 
1991 Kentucky Derby. It has taken most 
of Olive Cooney’s time in the past two 
years to bring The Railsitters Inc. to vi¬ 
able reality, but that televised moment 
was, Olive avers, its inspiration. 

The Railsitters cannot be defined as 
racing fans, which almost none of them 
was until they entered Ms. (“Call me 
Olive”) Cooney’s orbit. They are devo¬ 
tees, initiates pledged and avid not merely 
to enjoy racing but to patronize it, learn 
about it, love it and help it. 

In ’93, the Railsitters were a squad that 
fit around Olive’s table in Centreville, Va. 


(“Borders [Books] of Fairfax let us use a 
litde alcove for meetings when there were 
six of us.”) Growing exponentially, they 
are approaching company strength. A 
company of communicants, as Nick Zito 
became on a day more than 30 years ago, 
as a teenager walking a horse to the 
Aqueduct paddock in his native Ozone 
Park because it was an expeditious way of 
not going to John Adams High School. 
“All them owners and trainers in the 
suits,” it seemed to Nick, looked like the 
“society” trainer, Elliott Burch, and he 
decided he wanted to be a part of that. 
He caught it, and he’s been contagious 
ever since. 

So is Olive Cooney, who was as purely 
innocent of racing knowledge a decade 
ago as any of her proselytes since then. 


She had never seen a Thoroughbred race 
before May, 1986, when her daughter 
Lizabeth and son-in-law Craig Eldridge 
took her to Laurel for Mother’s Day. 
That was sweet of them, she says, but it 
didn’t take. Olive recalls that she was 
generally bored, and specifically disap¬ 
pointed because she thought the horses 
would go all the way around the track but 
all the races were six furlongs. 

Telling about it, Olive contrasted that 
outing with one her Railsitters had last 
year, “the greatest fun of my life.” The 
temperature was 73, she recalled, “and 
we had fried chicken out on the grand¬ 
stand. . . what do they call it? (Lawn, tra¬ 
ditionally, even if it’s asphalt.) It just 
doesn’t get any better than that.” 
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Olive’s other recollection of the 
Mother’s Day in ’86 is that it made her 
feel guilty, or at least disloyal. The reason 
she expected the horses to go all the way 
around is that harness horses always do, 
and that was her father’s game. Her im¬ 
pressions as a 10-year-old are sketchy, but 
Olive remembers a horse named Phil 
Grattan and a mare named Mary’s 
Daughter. They were both pacers and the 
male was nice, but Olive was cautioned to 
stand away from the mare, who was 
witchy. She does remember ventures to 
ovals at Bloomsburg, York, Buder and 
Hughesville, stops on the Pennsylvania 
circuit where her father campaigned. 

Olive makes dutiful pilgrimages to 
Rosecroft: now and then, and mentions 
the Standardbred Triple Crown in her 
column in Horse Watchers. That is The 
Railsitters’ quarterly newspaper, written 
and edited almost single-handedly by 
Linda L. Martin of Middleburg, who 
keeps the membership acquainted with 
steeplechase, polo and other disciplines of 
Virginia racing. 

The Railsitters do not merely sit, or 
lean, on the rail. Joe H. Palmer, the most 
cerebral and eloquent man who ever 
sculpted a paragraph about racing, al¬ 
lowed that he liked betting afternoon 


races as much as any man, but insisted 
that “racing takes place in the morning.” 
So while the Railsitters last fall scheduled 
ten trips to all the kinds of races in Mary¬ 
land, West Virginia and Virginia, there al¬ 
so were visits to the backside at Laurel 
and a farm tour. In two days members 
visited Country Life, Bonita, Murmur, 
Sagamore, Corbett and Shamrock Farms 
in Maryland, the sort of tour Olive 
Cooney had taken in Kentucky with her 
younger daughter Tina. (In the educa¬ 
tion process Olive became infatuated 
with Worthington’s Northern Raja, sire 
of Purple Passion, who carried a four- 
stakes winning streak into the Grade 2 
General George Stakes, in which he was 
runner-up to Royal Haven. “I first saw 
Northern Raja in an ad for Worthington 
Farms and he took my breath away,” she 
said of the bay son of Raja Baba.) 

On a backstretch tour of Pimlico dur¬ 
ing Preakness week, 1993, Olive met Nick 
Zito, live. In last fall’s issue of Horse 
Watchers Olive designated him patron 
saint of the Railsitters and the organiza¬ 
tion’s only honorary^ member. 

Olive Cooney is the sort of person 
who immerses herself in her work, 
whether it’s classified advertising for The 
Washington Post (she retired in December 


’96) or fundraising for Howard Phillips’s 
Conserv^ative Caucus, her part-time 
evening job. Recognizing her naivete 
about a game she’d begun to love, Olive 
began to read: “Mike Helm’s book on 
Claiborne, Richard Stone Reeves’s Decade 
of Champions, Patrick Robinson. . .” Told 
of Palmer’s This Was Racing, Olive made 
a note to read it. 

As recently as Saratoga in 1995, when 
she saw Zito again, Olive Cooney had no 
idea racing attendance was down, or any 
of that. Now the Railsitters are busily fig¬ 
uring out things they can do—promo¬ 
tions or whatever—to help their game. 

Olive has a persuasive way. At Sarato¬ 
ga, hearing what an eminence Olive had 
made of him in The Washington Pastes 
classified office, Nick Zito suggested she 
write Ann Stilz, then projects director of 
the Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders 
Association, and explain what a nice guy 
Nick is. Olive did. Nothing seemed to 
happen for some time, and then Olive 
had occasion to call TOBA. 

“Olive Cooneythe secretary^ said. 
“You’re a real person?” The letter was 
such a glowing paean, the secretary said, 
she’s thought it was put-on, composed by 
Zito himself ❖

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Hamilton Smith reaps 
rewards—^at long last

A s THE Laurel winter meeting 
turned into the new year, trainer 
Hamilton A. Smith, with a win¬ 
ning percentage of 32 and three of every 
five starters in the money, was finally be¬ 
ing recognized as the capable horseman 
he has been for years. He had saddled 
more winners than any Maryland trainer 
but Dale Capuano, who had started 50 
more horses. “Little better stock now,” 
Ham explained in characteristic low key. 

Training Thoroughbreds is his profes¬ 
sion and a way of life “you’d have to 
love,” but it might not have been if more 
of the roads in Calhoun County, S.C., 
had been paved a generation ago. Ham 
and brother Franklin might have spent 
more of the last three decades cultivating 
soy beans and grain “fi-om before day un¬ 
til after dark” on the 1,200 acres farmed 
by their father Dudley D. Smith. 

It was their big brother John who in- 
advertendy found them a way out. John 
recreated himself by getting on the farm’s 
one horse, a utilitarian pony, and riding 
down a dirt road that took him, after five 
miles, to St. Matthews and the farm of F. 
Mclver Prickett Jr., who bred horses. 
Soon John was galloping for the Prick- 
etts, then cutting school to ride their 
horses from West Virginia to Scarbor¬ 
ough Downs. Soon teenagers Hamilton 
and Franklin were riding in the back of a 
van to Suffolk and Rockingham, mucking 
and hotwalking to pay their way. Dudley 
Smith, perceiving the racing virus spread¬ 
ing among his sons, bought a few brood¬ 
mares. They would provide part of the 
modest string Franklin and Ham took to 
New England in the early 1970s. 

But they had another client. A couple 
of miles down one of those dirt roads in 
St. Matthews was the 2,000-acre Single- 
ton Plantation of Othnell H. Wienges 
and Son. Most of the acres are in cotton

and pine but there is room these days for 
25 mares and Kokand, whose stud fee 
went up $250 to $1,500 this year. Two 
of his offspring won eight of the nine 
stakes rung up by Ham Smith’s barn in 
1996, and they’re still going. When 5- 
year-old Big Rut won his second stakes of 
the year, the Harrison E. Johnson 
Memorial Handicap on February 7, his 
earnings reached $331,786; Double 
Stake, also 5, raised hers to $319,576 
with a third in the Maryland Racing Writ¬ 
ers’ Association Handicap. Ferris Allen 
and the other guys around the Laurel 
kitchen don’t kid Ham Smith any more 
about that stud who stands in a cornfield 
in South Carolina. 

That obscure stud, now 13, is by Mr. 
Prospector out of Waving, a Nijinsky 11 
mare bred and raced by Mill House 
(Brady brothers James Cox Jr. and 
Nicholas, U.S. Treasury Secretary in the 
George Bush administration). In 1983, at 
4, Waving won a Santa Anita Stakes for 
Laz Barrera and one at Belmont for 
Woody Stephens. Kokand, her first foal, 
was never really sound and was retired at 
4 after a back injury, having won three of 
nine starts for Stephens client Henryk de 
Kwiatkowski. Wienges then bought 
Kokand for a price that was “quite a bar¬ 
gain.” A Polish-born cosmopolitan, de 
Kwiatkowski named Kokand for a 
khanate (city state) in Uzbekistan, central 
Asia. The sale was arranged by Stephens, 
Wienges’s quail hunting chum in the 
winters when Woody trained at the fair¬ 
grounds in Columbia, the South Carolina

capital 35 paved miles from the planta¬ 
tion. Max Hirsch was in the hunting par¬ 
ties before he died in 1969 at 88. 

Through 1997, Kokand sired five crops 
to race, including 74 runners, 65 of them 
winners, five stakes winners. “There’ll be 
more good stock for Ham,” Wienges 
said. “We have a threshold: race the good 
ones and sell the rest.” The fourth-gener¬ 
ation plantation is self-sustaining, grow¬ 
ing all the feed for its horses. 

Franklin and Hamilton’s New Eng¬ 
land experience was epitomized by Dou¬ 
ble Hill, a hardy mare bred by Wienges 
(Double Hitch—Pauline Hill). At 6 she 
won a little stake at Rockingham, going 
six furlongs in l:09y5, and she’d try that 
hard once a week and get a check. Un¬ 
raced until 4, Double Hill won 23 of 80 
starts and earned $121,737. “Had a filly 
named Mrs. Helen,” Ham recalled. 
“Don’t think she was ever headed in the 
first quarter. But we had to run our fillies 
against colts and they couldn’t win.” 

So in 1975 they tried Maryland and it 
was tough. Ham’s first stakes victory was 
John’s Roll’s in the last Timonium Futu¬ 
rity in 1980. Cure the Blues was not in 
the division of the Marlboro Nursery that 
John’s Roll won. Ham properly points 
out, “but Derby/Preakness winner Pleas¬ 
ant Colony was.” There were hard times. 
Ham bought a truck but soon had to sell 
it. “You get down,” he said, “but you got¬ 
ta hope. Kind of horses we had you don’t 
expect any Big Ruts, but you hope.” 

And you get a little help, sometimes, 
from your friends. E. Hill Summers of 


Upper Marlboro, Md., a client for 15 
years, was helpful in some rough spots, 
and it comes around: Summers and Ham 
are partners in Lay Low Halo, the colt 
who won the Broad Brush Stakes on New 
Year’s Eve after being narrowly beaten in 
the Northern Dancer by the scary-fast 
Purple Passion. 

Help was always on the way. Ham had 
found his life partner, JoAnn, in New 
England. Michelle and Cheryle, the 22- 
year-old twins, help around the barn until 
they have to leave for classes at University 
of Maryland Baltimore County, where 
they’re seniors. Jason, 18, is “learning 
with the horses” under uncle Franklin at 
the training center in South Carolina. 
Ham is proud of everybody in his cottage 
industry, including rider Connie Davies 
and groom Kristina Alo. “Every one of 
them could run a shedrow,” he says. 

JoAnn proved she could two years ago 
when a suspension barred Ham from the 
1996 Timonium meeting. Lay Low Halo 
won the Bobby Hale, Big Rut the Link¬ 
age and Double Stake the Winning Col¬ 
ors. “She won six out of 15,” Ham said. 
“Almost led the meeting. Jerry Robb beat 
her out on the last day. But he started a 
lot more.” 

It has never gotten better for Ham 
than this meeting. “Had a good summer 
at Monmouth in the ’80s,” he said. “But 
this is the best. Yes, it sort of makes the 
hard times seem worthwhile.” Would he 
recommend it as a career for his young 
people? The pause was long. “You gotta 
really like it,” he said. ❖

New additions to region

Biue Ridge Farm 
brings in Siavic 

Slavic has taken up residence at Blue 
Ridge Farm in Upperville, Va., it was an¬ 
nounced in late Februar>^ 

An 11-year-old son of Danzig, Slavic 
has solid credentials. Bred and raced by 
the partnership of Claiborne Farm and 
William Haggin Periy% the bay horse was 
a graded stakes winner at 2, capturing the 
Breeders’ Futurity-G2 at Keeneland. Two 
Grade 1 stakes placings that year—a sec¬ 
ond in Belmont’s Cowdin Stakes (to Ad¬ 
judicating) and a third (to champion 
Rhythm and millionaire Grand Canyon) 
in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Stakes— 
earned Slavic high marks on the 1989 Ex¬ 
perimental Free Handicap. Ranked third, 
at 124 pounds, Slavic was weighted equal 
to Summer Squall and higher than Un¬ 
bridled. 

Trained by Scotty Schulhofer, Slavic 
topped many Triple Crown polls early in 
1990. After finishing second to Unbri¬ 
dled in the Florida Derby-Gl, the promis¬ 


ing 3-year-old strained a distal sesamoi- 
dean ligament in his right front leg and 
was forced to miss the classics. 

Slavic returned to the races with mod¬ 
est success and was retired at the end of 
his 4-year-old season. From 16 lifetime 
starts, he had four wins, four seconds and 
three thirds, and total earnings of 
$468,182. 

Slavic’s dam, the Buckpasser mare 
Bamesian ($109,306, 2nd Real Delight 
H, etc.), is also the dam of stakes winner 
Asian (by Damascus). Second dam Ama- 
lesian produced four stakes horses—in 
addition to Bamesian, her offspring in¬ 
cludes added-money winners Shimmy 
and Chauffeur and the placed horse Oc¬ 
cult—and is a half-sister to four stakes 
horses, including major California win¬ 
ners Princessnesian ($332,035, Holly¬ 
wood Gold Cup, etc.) and Boldnesian 
($107,625, Santa Anita Derby). Another 
half-sister, Quillesian, is the dam of 
champion Revidere. 

Slavic was purchased by Japanese in¬ 
terests and stood his first five seasons at 


stud in Japan. From three crops of racing 
age, he is the sire of 61 winners from 90 
starters, including 1997 stakes winners 
Silver Act and World Eagle (according to 
figures made available by the Japan Rac¬ 
ing Association on January 19). Slavic re¬ 
turned to the U.S. for the 1997 breeding 
season. He will stand this year for $5,000 
live foal. 

Muskoka Music new to 
Pennsyivania 

November Hill Farms in Dublin, Pa., is 
standing Muskoka Music for 1998. Ac¬ 
cording to farm owner Maria Vorhauer, 
the 6-year-old has a recent foal from a test 
breeding last year. His stud fee is set at 
$1,000 live foft. 

By prominent stallion Miswaki, sire of 
horse of the year Black Tie Affair (Ire), 
out of stakes-placed Northern Heiress (by 
Nearctic), unraced Muskoka Music is a 
half-brother to Ack Ack Heir ($145,837, 
Pomona Derby, etc.) and Northern Style 
($109,320, San Clemente S, etc.). North¬ 
ern Style has proven a prolific mare—her 
six winners include graded stakes winner 
Stylish Star ($481,250, Del Mar Oaks- 
G3, etc.) and three stakes-placed runners 
who have earned $100,000 or more. 

Mighty Forum (GB) retires 
to Virginia 

Commonwealth Equine Reproduction 
Center, located in Doswell, Va., is now 
home to the recently retired Mighty Fo¬ 
rum (GB), a multiple graded stakes win¬ 
ner of $399,470. 

Excelling on the turf, 7-year-old 
Mighty Forum (GB) won or placed in 
seven stakes, including three graded events 
in 1995.

One of West Virginia’s most popular stal¬ 
lions, Beau Ridge Farm’s Aye’s Turn, col¬ 
lapsed and died of a heart attack on Feb¬ 
ruary 3, reported Cynthia O’Bannon. The 
21-year-old son of Best Turn—^Winking 
Aye, by Mito, had made his entire career 
at the farm owned by John McKee and 
O’Bannon in Bunker Hill, W.Va. 

The state’s leading lifetime sire of 2- 
year-olds by all categories (money earned, 
number of winners and number of wins). 
Aye’s Turn has been a major force in West 
Virginia since entering stud in 1984. All 
eight of Aye’s Turn’s stakes winners won 
Charles Town added-money races, and his 
nine stakes horses each placed in stakes at 
the three-quarter-mile oval.

Strawbridge homebred 
warms Florida rivals 


Seebe wins three 
in a row at Gnlfsiream 


P ennsylvania-bred Seebe hit Gulf- 
stream Park like a hurricane this 
winter, and this time quite a few 
forecasters saw it coming. 

The 4-year-old Danzig filly, owned 
and bred by Pennsylvanian George 
Strawbridge Jr., blew into Florida with 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard and swept 
away everything in her path, winning two 
allowance races in January, then taking 
the Grade 3 Suwannee River Handicap, 
on February 15, to remain undefeated in 
her only three starts on U.S. soil. 

Seebe, a half-sister to champion Sel¬ 
kirk, competed at the top level in Eng¬ 
land, France and Ireland the past two 
years, and was a close runner-up to Al¬ 
ways Loyal in the Group 1 Poule d’Essai 
des Pouliches at Longchamp in May, ’97. 
Following a disappointing sixth-place fin¬ 
ish in last year’s Irish 1,000 Guineas-Gl 
last spring, she was given some time off 
and sent back home. 


As a result, Seebe is now the first of 
her dam Annie Edge (Ire)’s illustrious 
offspring to be a graded stakes winner on 
both sides of the Atlantic. Annie Edge 
(Ire) has produced three other stakes 
winners: Selkirk (by Sharpen Up-GB), 
high weighted at 3 in England in 1991, 
and the top-ranked older horse at seven 
to nine and a half-furlongs in England 
and France the following year; Rory 
Creek (by Silver Hawk), winner of the 
Budweiser Endurance Stakes-G3 and 
$116,896; and Skillington, who won the 
1997 George Rosenberger Memorial 
Stakes at Delaware Park (and coinciden¬ 
tally finished out of the money in the 
Gulfstream Park Breeders’ Cup Handi- 
cap-G2 the day before Seebe’s Suwannee 
River Handicap). 

Annie Edge (Ire), barren to the cover 
of Danzig for 1998, was bred this season 
to Danzig (who, it may be noted, is also a 
Pennsylvania- bred). 


Edward Evans 
hils niarh with 
Prospectop^ Song, 
Key Hunter 

T wo fillies bred in Virginia by Ed¬ 
ward P. Evans—Prospector’s Song 
and Key Hunter—won stakes 
within a four-day span this winter. 

Leading the charge was 3-year-old 
Prospector’s Song, who twice carried the 
colors of the Robert S. Mitchell Trust to 
victory this winter at Oaklawn Park. Fol¬ 
lowing a frontrunning, six-length victory 
in the Dixie Belle Stakes on January 30, 
the filly came back to take the Martha 
Washington Stakes on February^ 16. 

Claimed from Evans in her first start, a 
victorious effort in $50,000 maiden 
claiming company at Churchill Downs 
last June, Prospector’s Song (by Evans- 
bred Prospector’s Music) was making on¬ 
ly her third career start, and first appear¬ 
ance of the season, in the Dixie Belle 
Stakes. She had a long layoff after finish¬ 
ing third in the Magnolia Stakes at Ellis 
Park last July. 

Prospector’s Song, out of Music Bell 
(by Stop the Music), is a half-sister to Sil¬ 
ver Music ($351,905, Swaps S-G2, etc.), 
whom Evans bred but did not race. 

Key Hunter, still owned by Evans, 
won ridden out, by three and three-quar¬ 
ter lengths, in Gulfstream’s Russian Tan¬ 
go Handicap on February^ 20. Originally 
scheduled on turf, the mile and a quarter 
stakes was the first added-money win for 
the 4-year-old daughter of Jade Hunter. 
The highlight of her career, until then, 
had been a third-place finish in last year’s 
Coaching Club American Oaks-Gl, won 
by Eclipse award-winning 3-year-old filly 
Ajina. 

Key Hunter is the fifth foal and first 
stakes performer for her dam Key Flight 
(by Bates Motel out of a half-sister to 
Minstrella, dam of the aforementioned

Seebe was Pennsylvania’s champion 
2-year-old filly in 1996. Racing in Eng¬ 
land, she showed the same grittiness 
early on, winning her first two starts 
just ten days apart, with the second win 
coming in the Group 3 Princess Mar¬ 
garet Stakes at Ascot. The filly also 
placed in two Group 2 races in England 
as a juvenile. At 3, Seebe did not win, 
but “disappointing” is a word that can¬ 
not be applied, as she was second in a 
Group 1 race in France and a Group 3 
in England. 

Turned over to Strawbridge’s trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard in North America, 
Seebe roared into her 4-year-old season 
with back-to-back allowance wins at 
Gulfstream before taking the Suwan¬ 
nee River. 

Her dam, Annie Edge (Ire), is 
booked again this year to Danzig, sire 
of Seebe and her brother Skillington, 
a stakes-winning 5-year-old gelding 
who placed in the Grade 2 W. L. 
McKnight Handicap and earned 
$107,177. Sheppard trains Skilling¬ 
ton as well as another of Annie 

George Strawbridge^s amazing producer 
Annie Edge (Ire) has to her credit Seebe 
and three other stakes winners, including 
Selkirk, a two-time champion overseas. 


Edge’s foals. Spring Pitch, a 2-year-old 
filly by Storm Cat. Both Danzig and 
Storm Cat are PA-breds and were 
foaled, as were Annie Edge’s foals, at 
Marshall Jenney’s Derry Meeting Farm 
in Cochranville. Annie Edge has a 
yearling colt by Danzig. 

Seebe’s record now stands at five 
wins in ten lifetime starts and only one 
off-the-board finish. Her earnings of 
$232,350, incredibly, take a back seat 
to her half-brother’s: Selkirk, a 1988 
colt by Sharpen Up, won $904,327 and 
was champion 3-year-old colt in Eng¬ 
land and champion older male in Eng¬ 
land and France. Another half-brother, 
Rory Creek, won the Grade 3 Budweiser 
Endurance Stakes and earned $127,545.

The first payment of $25 to 
nominate horses for the 
Pennsylvania and Blue 
Mountain Futurities is due 
April 15. 

Important notice: this year 
NO supplementary 
nominations will be allowed. 

In past years, a supplement of 
$10,000 permitted horsemen to 
enter without adhering to the 
three'part subscription schedule. 
The futurities are for Z^year^old 
registered Pennsylvania-breds. 
Colts and geldings compete in 
the seven^furlong Pennsylvania 
Futurity at Philadelphia Park on 
Saturday, December 5, and 
fillies run in the six'furlong Blue 
Mountain Futurity at Penn 
National on Sunday, November 
29. 

The second payment, $50, is 
due July 1. The third payment, 
$100, is due September 2. 

Also new this year is a 
provision to make a horse fully 
subscribed for either futurity 
with a single payment of $100 
made by December 31 of the 
horse’s year of foaling. This 
provision helps breeders who 
sell their Pennsylvania-breds 
ensure those horses’ eligibility 
for the $50,000'added futurities.

Four Pennsylvania-breds were 
weighted on the Experimental Free 
Handicap for 1997 by a Jockey Club 
committee that evaluated the juvenile 
form of 84 top-performing males and 88 
fillies. 

The lone colt is East of Easy (Trem- 
polino—Green Boundary, by Robelli- 
no), bred by Derry Meeting Farm and 
weighted at 107 pounds, 21 pounds be¬ 
low top-weighted, undefeated Favorite 
Trick, the champion 2-year-old male of 
1997. Owned by Dogwood Stables and 
trained by Todd A. Pletcher, East of 
Easy compiled a 2-2-2 record in 9 starts 
with earnings of $109,952 last year, and 
won the Mecke Stakes, a turf contest. 

The filly Barracouta (Corridor Key— 
Castlesinthesand, by Castle Guard), was 
weighted at 107 pounds, 18 below top- 
weighted Countess Diana, champion ju¬ 
venile filly of 1997. Winner of the Blue 
Mountain Futurity, Barracouta was bred 


by Tom Levine, races for his Puts and 
Calls Stable, and is trained by his 
daughter, Carol Lynn Levine. Barra- 
couta’s record of 2-2-1 for seven starts 
earned her $79,380. 

Weighted at 106 pounds was Se¬ 
quence (Dixieland Band—Naskra’s Re¬ 
turn, by Naskra), bred by Maple Leaf 
Farm. Owned by Jeanne G. Vance and 
trained by Scotty Schulhofer, Sequence 
was second in the Astoria Stakes. The 
filly had a win, a second and a third in 
three starts at 2, and earned $43,110. 

Above the Light (Sunny’s Halo—

weighted at 105 pounds. Bred and raced 
by Jack Mondel’s Hidden Lane Farms, 
and trained by Guadalupe Preciado, 
Above the Light won the Channel 
Three Stakes and earned $34,770 last 
year.

U. S. Flag moves to 
Reigle Heir Farms 



U. S. Flag (by Hoist the Flag) is among leaders nationally in median earnings per runner. 


Although his stallion was New 
Jersey’s second-leading sire, Richard 
Sinkler noticed that many of the mares 
bred to U. S. Flag were housed in Penn^ 
sylvania. So, after standing for more 
than a decade in New Jersey, the son of 
Hoist the Flag has moved to Reigle 
Heir Farms in Grantville, near Penn 
National. 

“I decided to make his Pennsylva- 
nia-breds ‘30'percenters’,” Sinkler says, 
referring to the breeder award of 30 per^ 
cent given to horses sired by registered 
Pennsylvania stallions, ten percent 
more than if by non^PA sires. As owner 
of the stallion, Sinkler receives an addi¬ 
tional ten percent award. With the 50 
percent owner bonus to those who race 
PA-breds—as Sinkler and his wife 
Nancy have done with great success 
over the years—their horses will be 
poised to run for a total of 90 percent 
over and above purses already en¬ 
hanced for PA-breds. 

At Reigle Heir, U. S. Flag joins a 
roster of the state’s top stallions: 
Roanoke, leading sire in Pennsylvania, 


and Manastash Ridge, who is fifth be¬ 
hind Corporate Report, Judge Smells 
and Imperial Falcon. U. S. Flag’s 1997 
progeny earnings of $622,616 were 
sparked by top earner Smarter Than 
Us, a Sinkler homebred who earned 
$102,572 last year alone. More impor¬ 
tant, the stallion ranked third in the 
United States in the category of medi¬ 
an earnings per runner, and had 88 per¬ 
cent winners from runners last year. 

The Sinklers live on their 100-acre 
farm in Shannock, R. I., a six-hour drive 
from Penn National. They also own a 
farm in Pennsylvania that they’ve not 
yet converted for Thoroughbreds. “I’m 
not waiting for, or counting on, slots to 
come to Pennsylvania. Really, we were 
waiting to see how Philadelphia Park 
would settle its contract with horse¬ 
men,” says Sinkler. “Racing is relatively 
strong in Pennsylvania, but some 
changes in the purse structure need to 
be made before I’m convinced that the 
industry is healthy here. The breeders’ 
program, though, is a very big incen¬ 
tive.” 


While the dam of U. S. Flag’s good 
stakes winners My Other Brother and 
Asadorable—Lascivious—is dead, Asa- 
dorable is in the Sinklers’ broodmare 
band and had a foal by the New York 
stallion Anjiz earlier this year in Penn¬ 
sylvania. The last foal out of Lascivious, 
a 4'year-old New Jersey-bred by U. S. 
Flag, is an allowance winner still run¬ 
ning for Sinkler’s Belvidere Stable. 

Lascivious was by Bold Ambition, 
and Sinkler looks for other Bold Ruler¬ 
line mares to nick well with U. S. Flag. 
Among them would be granddaughters 
through Raja Baba—mares by Nepal, 
Far Out East or Well Decorated. 

“With Nepal being a leading Penn¬ 
sylvania sire, there are quite a few of his 
daughters now in production here,” 
Sinkler notes. U. S. Flag’s second dam 
is by Bold Ruler, and so a 4x3 cross to 
that stallion would seem to be the pat¬ 
tern for creating a superior runner. 

Of course. Shelter Half is another 
broodmare sire who fits U.S. Flag: the 
dam of Smarter Than Us is by that very 
useful Maryland stallion. Sinkler would 
also like to see mares by In Reality (or 
his son Valid Appeal) crossed on his 
stallion. 

U. S. Flag’s dam Due Dilly, by Sir 
Gaylord, produced the multiple graded 
stakes winner Ring of Light ($783,968) 
to the cover of In Reality. She also pro¬ 
duced the multiple stakes winner Dr. 
Blum, by Dr. Fager, and stakes winner 
Spirit Level, by Quadrangle. U. S. 
Flag’s female family has yielded top 
horses Crusader Sword, Cherokee 
Colony, Upper Case and Expensive 
Decision. 

U. S. Flag is one of only three Hoist 
the Flag sons at stud in the region. The 
others are Oh Say in Maryland and 
Linkage in Virginia. Hoist the Flag was 
champion 2-year-old colt in 1970, and 
sired more than 50 stakes winners, in¬ 
cluding champion and leading sire Al¬ 
leged. 

On the board in all three starts at 3, 
U. S. Flag won a maiden race at Hia¬ 
leah by 11 lengths and was second in 
the Biscayne Bay Stakes, both six-fur- 
long tests. U. S. Flag’s 1998 stud fee is 
$1,000 ($150 booking fee, $850 payable 
when the foal stands and nurses).

T he bullet workout suggested 
Evil's Pic hod one more big run 
left in her, but it was not to be. 
Evil's Pic finished ninth in the 
$250,000-added Barbara Fritchie 
Handicap-G2 on February 14 at 
Laurel Park to end arguably the best 
racing career ever by a West Virginia- 
bred filly. 

Owner/breeder Ted Shapiro sent 
the 6-year-old daughter of Piccolino 
to Overbrook Farm in Kentucky, 
where she will be bred to Tabasco 
Cat. 

“She had a hoof problem and 
didn't fire at all (in the Fritchie)," said 
Suzanne Moscarelli, who foaled and 
broke Evil's Pic at her former Country 
Roads Farm in Charles Town. "It was a 
shame but Ted knew it was her last 
race, so it was worth a shot. You can 
throw some of them out, right?" 

Some, perhaps, but not many in 
this case. Evil's Pic was on edge 
almost every time she stepped foot 
on the track, winning ten of 31 career 


starts and finishing in the money 21 
times. She won the Tri-State Futurity at 
Charles Town and the Everget Stakes 
at Delaware Park as a 2-year-old, and 
in 1995 defeated Breeders' Cup 
Distaff-Gl winner Jewel Princess while 
finishing second to Exotic Wood (at 
equal weights) in the Grade 2 La Brea 
Stakes at Santa Anita. On New Year's 
Day of '98, Evil's Pic won the Grade 3 
Interborough Handicap at Aqueduct 
to surpass $437,000 in career earnings. 

"She certainly was awesome for a 
West Virginia-bred," said Moscarelli. 
"We always liked her. She was a 
game horse." 

* 

Another 6-year-old mare is 
emerging as a star at Charles Town. 
Dorothy Lewis's The Right Pinch won 
four middle-distance allowance races 
in 40 days to stamp herself an early 
contender for this year's Sadie 
Hawkins Stakes. Racing on or near the 
lead. The Right Pinch drew off to win 
by 12 and a quarter, three and a half. 


two and five lengths, all in fast times. 
Former jockey William R. Lewis Jr. bred 
the daughter of Contare—Hutter 
Mountain, and Joe Mazzacco trains 
her. 

The Right Pinch's winning streak 
ended in a four and a haif- furlong 
sprint on February 20, but regular rider 
David McFadden believes the best is 
yet to come.

West Virginia Breeders Classics 2-year- 
old filly star Lady Parrot held off next- 
out winner Tell Me Tell Me to win a 
$9,300 allowance race at Penn 
National...

Aye’s tiirn dies; 
but his iegacy 
iives on 

J ohn McKee never doubted the 
potential of Aye's Turn as a 
stallion, but he had reason to 
doubt the son of Best Turn- 
Winking Aye, by Mito, would fulfill it at 
Beau Ridge Farm in Bunker Hill. 

McKee once drove to Aqueduct 
race track in New York to close what 
he figured was a done deal with 
Oscar Barrera, who trained Aye's Turn 
at the time. But Barrera sold the horse

before McKee got there, sending him 
home with on empty trailer and an 
empty feeling. 

"Naturally, I didn't like it," said 
McKee. "He didn't understand English 
well and that could have been the 
problem." 

McKee understood perfectly well 
the advertisement that appeared in 
The Blood-Horse magazine the 
following month. An unnamed 
horse—Aye's Turn, as it turned 
out—with familiar breeding was for 
sale. So McKee contacted the owner, 
drove to Massachusetts and struck a 
deal that would change his life. 

Aye's Turn turned out to be one of 
the most successful West Virginia sires 
ever. Through 1996, he produced 
more 2-year-old winners than any 
stallion in the state. His offspring have 
won a record eight West Virginia 
Breeders Classics races and 
accounted for more than $2 million in 
earnings. 

"Massachusetts is probably the 
farthest I ever drove for a horse," said 
McKee. "But I knew the mare he was 
out of and I knew the sire—and I 
thought there was no way we 
wouldn't be successful." 


Aye's Turn was a model of 
consistency at stud. More than half of 
the foals produced In his first six crops 
(1985-'91) won races, and four times 
during that span their earnings 
topped $200,000. 

Rachel's Turn, a winner of 13 races 
and more than $150,000, and Aye 
Bobby, a stakes record-holder at 
Charles Town, are among the 
Breeders Classics winners sired by 
Aye's Turn. Aye Doo Da also ranks 
high on the family tree with eight wins 
and $140,000 plus In earnings. 

But the most impressive numbers 
are those generated by his 2-year-old 
offspring: the 71 victories, the 75 
percent win ratio in 1993 that ranked 
him among the national leaders, the 
win by Charlie's Turn in the Tri-State 
Futurity and the four runners-up to 
follow in the West Virginia Futurity. 

"I had a name up and down the 
East Coast with young horses—and it 
was all because of him," said McKee. 
"His 2-year-olds came out running. I 
just think it's because they were 
competitive. They loved to run and 
that's a big part of our game." 

Sad to report. Aye's Turn died Feb¬ 
ruary 3 of an apparent heart attack. 
He was 21 years old.

1 he very rich are differ¬ 
ent from you and me," wrote F. 
Scott Fitzgerald. But it was 
more or less on his own that 
Jackson Bryer, a professor of 
English at the University of 
Maryland whose scholarly ef¬ 
forts have focused largely on 
Fitzgerald works, came to be¬ 
lieve that only rich people 
could, or should, own horses. 

"My grandparents were 
tremendous racing enthusi¬ 
asts," says the 60-year-old aca¬ 
demic, who grew up in New 
York City, got his formal edu¬ 
cation at Amherst College and 
the University of Wisconsin, 
and has made his entire career 
at the University of Maryland. 
"They took me to Belmont, the 
old Aqueduct and Saratoga 
from an early age, and 1 saw a 
lot of the great horses of that 
time, but it never occurred to 
me that I would ever be able to 
afford horses of my own." 

Also influenced by his 
grandfather's skepticism—"He 
could have afforded to own 
horses," says Bryer, "but he 
said he only knew one trainer 
whom he trusted"—Dr. Bryer 
contented himself with after¬ 
noons at Laurel and Pimlico, 
and sometimes the Florida 
tracks, until ten years ago. 

That's when he met trainer 
Mary JoAnne Hughes (a horse¬ 


woman with whom trust was 
never to be an issue) and her 
husband Bill Brasaemle, who 
works as the Daily Racing Form 
chartcaller at Maryland tracks. 
For the past four seasons, Bryer 
has watched in awe as Mary's 
Buckaroo, a gelding whom he 
co-owns with the couple, has 
consistently ranked among the 
top handicap horses in Mary¬ 
land. 

A gray son of Roo Art and 
the modestly credentialed mare 
Mary Bo Peep (by Turn to Bo), 
Mary's Buckaroo—^now 7—^was 
purchased as a yearling by the 
threesome for $5,000. In 46 
starts, he has won six stakes. 


placed in 14 others, and earned 
$660,485. 

Not that Bryer is counting. 
Commenting upon Mary's 
Buckaroo's fearsomely game 
second-place finish to Algar in 
the 1997 Maryland Million 
Classic, Bryer said, "If I'd had a 
choice between winning the 
race and not getting a dime, or 
finishing second, I would have 
chosen to win. Just because it 
would have meant so much to 
see Artie—as we call him—win 
that race."

Maryland-breds take charge in 
General George Handicap 


The "battle of the prodigal 
sons" shaped up for Laurel 
Park's General George Handi- 
cap-G2 on Presidents' Day, 
February 16. 

Two Maryland-breds who 
rose to fame and fortune out¬ 
side of this state finished one- 
two in the showcase event, 
which along with the Barbara 
Fritchie Handicap-G2 makes 
up Laurel's Winter Sprintfest. 
Remarkably, both horses were 
sired by aging Maryland stal¬ 
lions standing for nominal 
stud fees. 

Royal Haven, champion 
Maryland-bred older horse of 
1997, seized the opportunity to 
notch his third graded stakes 
victory in a row. Dispatched as 
lukewarm favorite in the field 
of nine, the 6-year-old gelded 


son of Hail Emperor drew clear 
to score by two lengths over 
Purple Passion. The latter, a 4- 
year-old colt by Northern Raja, 
had been undefeated in three 
starts (all stakes) since relocat¬ 
ing to Maryland last fall. 

Royal Haven, highweighted 
at 122 pounds for the General 
George, gave six pounds to his 
closest rival and completed the 
seven furlongs in 1:23, missing 
the track record by one and 
three-fifths seconds. Also in the 
field were Maryland-breds 
Clash by Night and Original 
Gray. 

Royal Haven, claimed by 
owner Barbara Davis and 
trainer Gasper Moschera in 
1995 at Saratoga for $75,000, 
boosted his career earnings to 
$876,173 with his victory in the 


General George. Royal Haven 
had not raced in Maryland in 
nearly three years—since June 
of 1995—but he has a large lo¬ 
cal contingent cheering his ef¬ 
forts. 

The gelding, who led up to 
the General George with victo¬ 
ries in Aqueduct's Fall High- 
weight Handicap-G2 and 
Gravesend Handicap-G3, was 
bred by Robert T. Manfuso, 
proprietor of Chanceland Farm 
in West Friendship, Md. Royal 
Haven's dam Cruising Haven 
(by Shelter Half) remains a 
member of Manfuso's brood¬ 
mare band. 

Purple Passion was bred by 
longtime Maryland breeder 
David P. Reynolds and pur¬ 
chased by a representative of 
owner Stella Karazis at the 
1996 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale 
for $7,000. Purple Passion 
made most of his early career 
in New England. Undefeated 
in his six starts at a six-furlong 
distance at Rockingham and 
Suffolk, he earned a special 
achievement award from the 
New England Turf Writers. 

Last November, Purple Pas¬ 
sion was sent to trainer Donald 
Barr in Maryland, and within a 
two-month span he reeled off 
victories in Laurel's Northern 
Dancer, Bowie and Challedon 
Stakes.

incidentally is one of the courses 
he teaches at College Park, Bry- 
er loves to tell the truth-is- 
stranger-than-fiction story of 
how he met Hughes and Brasa- 
emle. "I would never have got¬ 
ten involved with horses if Bill 
Brasaemle hadn't gone to Pur¬ 
due (University, in Indiana) 
and taken a course with a pro¬ 
fessor who happened to love 
horse racing," he explains. 

"This professor was the one 
who actually introduced Bill to 
racing—'corrupted' him, as the 
saying goes. In 1988, there was 
a major conference in China on 
the 100 th anniversary of 
(writer) Eugene O'Neill's birth. 
Bill's old professor and I both 
attended the conference, and 
took a week-long tour while 
we were over there. We spent a 
lot of time together on the tour, 
because we were among the 
few who spoke English and we 
had also discovered that we 
had a common interest in horse 
racing. 

"A few months after I came 
home from that trip, I got a call 
from the other professor, who 
said he had a friend who was 
interested in putting a group 
together to buy a horse. The 
'friend,' of course, was Bill." 

That initial venture with a 
horse raised at Brasaemle and 
Hughes's Liberty Run Farm in 


Sykesville, Md., was Mary's 
Revenge, a half-sister to Mary's 
Buckaroo. "The whole enter¬ 
prise was misleading," says 
Bryer, "because we all ended 
up making money" with the 
Acallade filly, who was a mod¬ 
est winner. 

Bryer's very next horse was 
Mary's Buckaroo, and today he 
is part-owner of five horses, 
one of whom, a 5-year-old 
Norquestor mare named Ques- 
ta, broke her maiden by four 
lengths on February 19 at Lau¬ 
rel. 

Mary's Buckaroo got a good 
long rest after the Maryland 
Million, but returned to train¬ 
ing at Bowie in late February 
and is expected to launch an¬ 
other campaign this spring. 

Bryer, who has three grown 
children from his first marriage 
and a 12-year-old daughter 
with his second wife, high 
school English teacher Mary 
Hartig, says owning half of a 
half-million-dollar-eaming 
Thoroughbred has not in any 
way changed the way his fami¬ 
ly lives. 

"Of course, it's allowed me 
to buy interests in the other 
horses. And one of Artie's wins 
bought us opera tickets for a 
year, but he hasn't made us 
rich," says Bryer. ^ 


When a serious injury 
forced Tommy Lee to give up 
his career as a jockey some 20 
years ago, he settled upon the 
next-best thing; a job that 
keeps him as close to the rid¬ 
ers' colony as you can get with¬ 
out actually riding races. 

As clerk of scales, Lee is—in 
a sense—the commander of the 
troops as far as jockeys are con¬ 
cerned. He makes sure that rid¬ 
ers are where they're supposed 
to be, and keeps the stewards 
notified of changes. He weighs 
out the riders before a race, 
and weighs them in after¬ 
wards, recording numbers that 
are a vital part of the official 
documentation of the race. 

Asked about the biggest 
challenge that he faces in his 
job, Lee says, "There's nothing 
challenging about it. After all 
these years, it's all very rou¬ 
tine." 

Still, no job is easy when it 
involves keeping a bunch of 
professional athletes in line. 
"The main thing is to treat 
everybody the same, whether 
he's the leading rider or a 
brand-new bug boy (appren¬ 
tice)," says Lee. "The riders ap¬ 
preciate you for that." 

One thing that Lee, 61, does 
not have to contend with is any 
kind of language barrier. Al¬ 
though he is Chinese by birth 
and parentage—having been 
bom during his mother's trip 
back to Canton—his parents 
had immigrated to the United 
States years before and he 
grew up in Ocean City, N.J. 
Lee's father was in the bakery 



and restaurant business, and 
totally disapproved when Tom¬ 
my, at age 18, informed him 
that he was about to take up a 
career as a jockey. 

When Tommy Lee became 
one of the leading riders in 
Maryland, and a frequently 
successful competitor in New 
Jersey, his parents had a "sense 
of pride," says Lee. A recently 
published book on the history 
of Ocean City, N.J., names 
Tommy Lee as one of the most 
prominent people ever to hail 
from that town; his photo¬ 
graph appears next to a U.S. 
Congressman. 

Lee is the only member of 
his family to make a career in 
racing. Divorced, he has a 
grown son who lives in San 
Diego, Calif. 

"The race track is my envi¬ 
ronment," says the former rider, 
who enjoyed driving through 
Vermont during the break in 
Maryland racing last fall. "Most 
of my life has been right here."^
